Reliable 
gources indicated the United States, 
Great Britain and Belgium would 
be on the committee. Italy and 
France also probably will be repre- 
sented. 

_ The committee, in effect, has a 
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double mandate—to offer its good 
f for the restoration of peace, 


} and to reply to Japan’s refusal of 


an invitation to attend the confer- 
ence here, called at the instance 

of Belgium under provisions of the 
pin r treaty which pledges 
spect. for territorial integrity of 

The committee then adjourned to 
permit delegates to be received by 
King Leopold, and during the re- 
ception the delegates decided to 
postpone a@ projected evening ses- 
gion of the conference until tomor- 


morning. Three reasons were 
for the postponment: The 
‘difficulty encountered in agreeing 
on which countries would sit on the 
committee, the desire of some dele- 
gates to consult their home gov- 
ernments, and the fact that Bel- 
gium’s Foreign Minister and rep- 
resentative at the conference, Paul 
Henry was called on by the 
King to form a new Belgian Gov-| 
ernment. It was understood the 
question of placing Italy on the 
committee was causing some con- 
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troversy, 
Aid Offered if Wanted. 

‘The mandate given to the com- 
mittee stipulates that, in extending 
its offer of aid to Japan and China 
to seek a peace, it must make 
clear that this aid is offered if 
wanted—it will not be imposed. 

The subcommittee will study both 
Japan’s communications of refusal 
to the conference invitation, and 
an additional statement issued in 
Tokio, defining Japan's position. 

Several delegates said they re- 
ceived the impression that Japan 
did not close the door to negotia- 
tion or to mediation efforts through 
third parties, provided they be 
countries possessing real interests 
in the Far East.

NEW YORK ELECTION 
GIVES VOTERS A WIDE 
CHOICE OF PARTIES 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4. 

EW YORK’S municipal elec- 
N tion Tuesday called attention 
to the fact that the city has 
many political parties. Voters 
had their choice of voting for 
Mayor LaGuardia on any one of 
four different tickets, or for his 
opponent, Jeremiah Mahoney, on 
any one of three. The voting 
machines showed the number of 
votes cast for each candidate on 
each ticket. To vote by machine, 
the citizen definitely chooses a 

party by pushing a button. 
LaGuardia was the candidate 
for Mayor of the following le- 
gally recognized parties: Repub- 
lican, American Labor, City Fu- 
sion and Progressive. He also: 
had the formal indorsement of 
the Socialist and Communist 
parties. Mahoney was the can- 
didate of the Democratic, Trades 
Union and Anti-Communist par- 
ties. The results were as fol-

THREE BEHEADED IN GERMANY 
ON CHARGES OF TREASON 


One Said to Have Joined French 
Foreign Legion, Then to Have 
Been Found Spying.

BERLIN, Nov. 4.—Three men 
were beheaded today. They had 
been sentenced for espionage and 
high treason. 

They were Peter Sausen, 29 years 
old; Adolf Rembte, 35; and Robert 
Stamm, 37. 

Sausen allegedly joined the 
French Foreign Legion in 1936 and 
later was caught spying in Ger- 
many. Stamm was found guilty of 
high treason by attempting to 
form an illegal Communist organi- 
gation. Rembte was accused of 
treasonable activity.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4. — The 
spectacular emergence of the labor 
vote as a concrete and weighty fac- 
tor in American politics was the 
significant news of the elections 
Tuesday. The showing in the off- 
year contests served notice on Dem- 
ocrats, Republicans, third party ad- 
vocates and the labor leaders them- 
selves that a new, important and 


cohesive constituent must be given 
serious consideration in 1938 and 
1940. From Harlan County, Ken- 
tucky, to Forty-second and Broad- 
way, the labor group revealed its 
growing strength. 

In Washington today, representa- 
tives of the CIO and the A. F. of L 
are meeting in a second attempt to 
find a way to compose their dif- 
ferences. The election returns dis- 
close that where the two labor 
groups combined, their candidates 
won; where they disagreed, with 
the exception of Detroit, their can- 
didates lost. This will give William 
Green and John L. Lewis some- 
thing to think about. 

In Chicago tomorrow, the Repub- 
lican National Committee will meet 
to discuss the calling of a mid-texzm 
national convention for the writing 
of a platform of Republican prin- 
ciples. The size of the labor vote 
Tuesday and its bearing on future 
elections undoubtedly will influence 
that meeting. 


Vote Disproves Old Theories. 

The results Tuesday disproved the 
previously accepted political axiom, 
“Nobody can deliver the labor vote.” 
The labor vote was delivered in 
New York, Pittsburgh, Duquesne 
and Clairtown and made formidable 
showings in Detroit, Akron and Can- 
ton, The activities of the new 
American Labor party were not 
confined to shouting the old A. F. 
of L. slogan that “labor rewards 
its friends.and punishes ite en-, 
emies.” 

New York City offers an illum- 
nating comparison of past and 
present methods of campaigning. 
In 1924, when the A. F. of L. for- 
mally indorsed the candidacy of 
the late Robert M. La Follette for 
the Presidency, organized labor 
made its greatest political effort. 
La Follette’s total vote, including 
133,000 Socialist ballots, was 281,- 
000. Tuesday the American Labor 
party alone was credited with more 
than 482,000 votes for LaGuardia, 
and this was more than double what 
it polled as a party for Roosevelt 
in the New York metropolitan area 
last year. The 1936 vote was 238,000. 


In strategy and technique, the 
American Labor party is_ taking, 
consciously or unconsciously, the 


same steps which made the Anti- 
Saloon League a potent factor in 
politics more than a quarter of cen- 
tury ago. It has entered both pri- 
maries and elections for specific 
measures and time-tried individuals. 
In New York, it was prepared to 
offer LaGuardia as its own candi- 
date if the Republican organization 
turned him down. In the presiden- 
tial and .congressional primaries 
and elections last year it materially 
increased registrations throughout 
the country and on election days 
it saw that its supporters went to 
the polls. 

Organizers Invade New Jersey. 

Eastern labor leaders are pre- 
pared to go ahead with an imme- 
diate program for’ strengthening 
local political organization, the 
kind of organization that really de- 
livers the goods in the primary and 
election contests. 

Alex Rose, executive secretary of 
the American Labor party in New 
York, announced last night that or- 
ganizers would be sent at once into 
New Jersey and Connecticut to pre- 
pare for the 1938 campaign. Rose 
declared that Tuesday’s returns in- 
dicated the possibility of electing 
five more labor representatives 
next year. The party will be repre- 
sented by five Assemblymen in the 
New York State Legislature and by 
nine delegates at large to the Con- 
stitutional Convention. 

The Anti-Saloon League _  tech- 
nique was also discernible in Rose’s 
statement that in the congression- 
al campaigns, the Labor party was 
willing to indorse incumbent Dem- 
ocratic representatives with “good” 
labor records but would insist on 
naming its own candidates wher- 
ever the incumbent had a “bad” 
record. Asked why he did not in- 
clude Republicans in this plan, Rose 
said that his organization preferred 
to do business with the majority 
party, and that after all, there were 
few, if any, Republican represen- 
tatives in New York with “good” 
labor records. Such was the Anti- 
Saloon League’s realistic practice 
under Wayne B. Wheeler. 

Labor Split Showed at Polls. 

This year, because of the fight 
between the A. F. of L. and the 
C I O, the labor vote, large as it 
was, was not as effective as it 
might have been. In Detroit, the 
A. F. of L. indorsed the candidate, 
who was later successful, after the 
CIO had put its candidate in the 
field. Likewise, in Arkon and Can-

LONDON, Nov. 4.—Prime Minis- 
ter Neville Chamberlain told the 
House of Commons today that the 
British Government and. Spanish 
Insurgents were negotiating for 
appointment of commercial agents. 
This did not mean, he declared, de 
facto diplomatic recognition for In- 
surgent Gen, Francisco Franco. 

“These agents will have no diplo- 
matic status,” he said. “There is 
no intention on the part of the 
British Government to make any 


¢variation in the attitude they con- 


sistently have adopted toward con- 
tending parties in Spain, which is 
governed by the international (non- 
intervention) agreement to which 
we have subscribed. 

“They are, however, bound to 
take account of their responsibility 
for protection of British nationals 
and British commercial interests 
throughout the whole of Spain, in- 
cluding those large areas in the 
north, west and southwest parts of 
the country, as well as the Spanish 
zone in Morocco, of which Gen. 
Franco’s forces are now in effective 
: “<The  insiirgent-held 
areas include rich deposits of mer- 
gury, iron, copper and pyrites. 

To Protect British Interests. 


For the protection of British in- 
terests, Chamberlain said that “His 
Majesty’s Government entered upon 
negotiations for appointment of 
agents by them and Gen. Franco, 
respectively, for discussion of the 
questions affecting the British and 
Spanish nations and commercial in- 
terests.” 

Chamberlain said France had 
been fully informed of the negotia- 
tions. 

Confirmation of the reported ne- 
gotiations came as the Spanish 
non-intervention committee con- 
vened to authorize Britain to so- 
licit co-operation in Spain toward 
withdrawal of foreign troops. 

Clement R. Attlee, leader of the 
Labor opposition asked: ‘“Doesn’t 
this, in effect, mean de facto recog- 
nition of the insurgent govern- 
ment?” 

“No,” replied Chamberlain. “IT 
am advised it makes no difference 
in the existing situation.” 

Eden to Make Statement. 

A torrent of questions drew from 
Chamberlain the announcement that 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
would make a “full statement” 
Monday on the situation. 

Answering another question by 
Attlee, he said there probably was 
“no precedent” for the existing 
situation. He didn’t answer when 
the Communist, William Gallacher, 
demanded if the step was con- 
nected with the friendship letters 
which passed between Chamberlain 
and Premier Benito Mussolini of 
Italy last summer, 

Then Gallacher demanded: “Is 
there any step you won't take to 
support Franco against the legiti- 
mate government of Spain?” 

Chamberlain made it plain that 
no change was contemplated in 
British diplomatic representation to 
the Spanish Government. 

The full non-intervention com- 
mittee of 27 nations, at today’s 
meeting, authorized Viscount Ply- 
mouth, British member and com- 
mittee chairman, to approach both 
Spanish Government and insurg- 
entg in an endeavor to get their 
consent to the evacuation of for- 
eign fighters. 

The pro-rebel newspaper, the 
Daily Mail, and the pyo-Valencia 
paper, the Daily Herald, both said 
Britain was convinced that Franco 
would win and apparently was los- 
ing no time to climb belatedly on 
the bandwagon.

FOREST PARK SITE 


OFFERED FOR HOSPITAL 


Mayor Proposes State Build 
New Cancer Clinic on 
Kingshighway. 


Use of the southeastern corner of 
Forest Park, at Kingshighway and 
Oakland avenue, as a free site for 
the prospective State cancer hos- 
pital will be offered to Gov. Stark, 


it was announced toduy by Mayor 
Dickmann. 

The. said .be..would write 
the Governor shortly, making the 
tender. It would be necessary, if 
the proposal should be accepted, to 
dedicate the ground to the State by 
ordinance. The Mayor dominates 
the Board of Aldermen. 

The suggested site, covering about 
14 acres, is cut off from the rest 
of the park by the Express High- 
way, except for a connection over 
the Jefferson drive bridge. The 
highway closely parallels Oakland 
avenue to a point about two blocks 
west of Kingshighway, then swerves 
north, crossing under Kingshigh- 
way at West Papin street. Mayor 
Dickmann called attention to this 
isolation of the ground as an argu- 
ment for his proposition. 

Within a few blocks of the site 
are the Washington University 
medical school, its teaching hos- 
pital, Barnes, and the various other 
hospitals and institutions grouped 
around the school. Proximity of 
the medical center, together with 
an otherwise attractive location for 
the cancer hospital, should be an 
inducement to the State, the Mayor 
said. 

The Mayor’s announcement was 
made after reporters questioned 
him about the use to be made of 
the detached portion of the park. 
There is a rough cinder path there, 
which some city officials had 
planned to develop into a bicycle 
track. 

Heavy motor traffic flows over 
the three thoroughfares surround- 
ing the site, night and day, and 
there are street cars on two sides. 
Occasionally there are crowds at- 
tending events at Walsh Stadium, 
adjoining the western end of the 
site. 

In the past there have been pub- 
lic protests when use of this cor- 
ner of the park for some public 
building was proposed. 

St. Louis County has offered the 
State a free site for the cancer hos- 
pital on the grounds of County Hos- 
pital, Clayton, or on Lindbergh bou- 
levard, north of Olive Street road. 
Many other communities also have 
sought to obtain the new institu- 
tion. 

The hospital will be built and op- 
erated by a commission headed by 
Dr. Ellis Fischel of St. Louis. Dr. 
Fischel and others inspected the 
St. Louis County sites yesterday as 
part of the inquiry into all loca- 
tions proffered.

Davey said 
that if troops had not been sent 
into the steel strike area last 
spring “there would have been the 
most appalling slaughter in Amer- 
ica. They stopped 2000 armed men 
from entering Akron.” 


FRENCH FREIGHTER SUNK 
BY PLANE OFF CATALONIA 


Rebel Craft, Thought to Have Been 
Responsible, Downs Loyalist 
Flyer in Fight.

MADRID, Nov. 4.—Reports from 
Barcelona said the French mer- 
chant vessel Corse was sunk this 
afternoon by an unidentified sea- 
plane off Mataro, on the Catalan 
Coast, near Barcelona. 

Later, three Spanish Government 
pursuit planes met an insurgent 
seaplane thought to have been re- 
sponsible. <An air fight followed. 
One Government plane was downed 
and the insurgent plane escaped. 
The Government pilot was picked 
up by a fishing trawler. 

The ship is the second foreign 
vessel sunk “in that™a&rea of the 
Mediterranean within a week. The 
first was the British freighter, 
Jean Weems.

Police 
said the youth had brooded over 
another brother, John, who is in

NEW YORK BANKS LOSE 
$200,000 IN FORGERIES 


Brooklyn Prosecutor Says Swin- 
dlers Got Money on Dormant 
Accounts, 

By the Associatea Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—District 
Attorney William Geoghan of 
Brooklyn said last night that sev- 
eral New York banks had lost $200,- 
000 through withdrawals on forged 
signatures from dormant accounts. 

He said one suspect had been 
arrested in Concord, N. H,, and 
indicated several other persons 
were involved. 

Through dishonest bank clerks, 
Geoghan said, swindlers took from 
bank files the record cards on dor- 
mant accounts and replaced them 
with.new cards bearing forged sig- 
natures. Then they copied the ac- 
count records of deposits and with- 
drawals in new bank books, and, 
as their signatures checked with 
those in the bank records, passed 
themselves off as the depositors. 
All but a few dollars were with- 
drawn from each account, he 
added. 

The scheme was discovered when 
an executor tried to close an ac- 
count in an estate and found that 
the money had been withdrawn 
through a fictitious signature. 


ENDS LIFE WHEN STOLEN 
MAIL IS FOUND IN HOME 


Druggist at Lawndale, Cal. Kills 
Self Following $6000 Theft; 
Another Man in Custody. 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 4. — The 
Sheriff's office reported today a 
$6000 consignment of registered 
mail, taken from a Government 
truck by twg gunmen last night, 
was found hidden under the home 
of O. L. Richardson, 34 years old,

In a single night the Hsinkow 
front was transformed from an ime 
penetrable, mountain-flanked sece 
tor, against which the Japanese bat-~ 
tered futilely for three weeks, into 
a shambles with 15 divisions of 
Chinese troops in flight, it said, 

The defense “has been the most 
stubborn in our North China exe 
perience,” the spokesman said. 

The North Shansi lines broke at 
midnight when a corps of Japanese 
engineers stormed machine gun 
nests only to find the Chinese al- 
ready had retreated, 

Japanese troops pursued the Chi- 
nese across frozen rivers toward 
Taiyuanfu. 

Chinese Abandon Armas. 

The advance first reached Hsinhe 
sien, a walled city 40 miles north of 
the capital. The Japanese asserted 
the Chinese positions were littered 
with dead, abandoned arms and ame 
munition. Their estimate of 30,000 
Chinese casualties was regarded ag 
far too high by foreign observers. 

The Japanese also said that about 
two divisions of Chinese Red Army 
troops had been harrying their 
communication lines in the vicinity 
of Wutaishan, a holy mountain in 
Northeast Shansi, but that these di- 
visions now were retreating to the 
south. 

The terrain east of Taiyuanfu was 
described as made up of alluvial 
deposits cut by innumerable ra- 
vines and honeycombed with dwell- 
ing caves, some of which were 
large enough to conceal whole com- 
panies of Chinese troops. Cavalry 
proved an ideal arm for operations 
in this area, but it was expected 
mechanized forces would find it 
difficult. 


On the Pinghan line, the Jap- 
anese said they had started a gene 
eral attack on Changteh, import- 
ant city in northern Honan Prove 
ince.

Rebels Capture Strategic Mountain 

Positions in Southern. Aragon. 
HENDAYE, French-Spanish Bor- 

der, Nov. 4. — Spanish insurgent 
troops, in a southern Aragon offen- 
sive, were reported today to have 
captured a strategic mountain posi- 
tion in the Fuentes sector. 

Thousands of reinforcements 
were massed behind the insurgent 
lines to continue the push as soon 
as the weather would permit.

Warrants Issued at Baltimore 

Charge Two Officers of Algic 

With Involuntary Manslaughter. 
By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Nov. 4—United 
States Commissioner James K. Cul- 
len ordered today 14 seamen of the 
Government-owned freighter Algic 
held for Federal grand jury action 
on charges of mutiny in a foreign 
port, the outgrowth of a sitdown 
strike. 

“I do not find your conduct grave 
in any way,” Cullen told the sailors,

back to jail in default of $500 bond 
each. 

Cullen issued warrants charging 
two officers of the Algic with in- 
voluntary manslaughter.

Mrs. Minnie Chilton, wife of one

Like other frugal natives of this 
Ozark region, they were able to 
save a ‘little each year from the 
somewhat meager proceeds of their 
157-acre tract. 

They had lived in the same house 
off and on for the last 45 years, 
and had lived there together con- 
tinucusly since 1926. Miss Bertha 
Gregory was at one time a teacher 
in rural schools in Osage and Shan- 
non Counties. During this period 
her sister made her home with oth- 
er relatives.

CITY WILL StIZt 
HOUSEHOLD GOODS 
FOR BACK TAAES 


Adopts Unusual Method to 
Collect Delinquent Bills 
Personal Property 


for 
Levy. 


Seizure of household goods and 
other property, to enforce the city’s 
claim for delinquent personal taxes, 
will be the next step in the attempt 
of city officials to close the gap 
in municipal revenue and avert a 
new record deficit. 

This is an extreme’ measure, 
which has not been taken before 
within the memory of those now in 
office at City Hall. Judgments have 
been rendered against a large num- 
ber of persons who have not paid 
their personal tax bills, and from 
these judgments, about 90 were 
lately selected for the attempt at 
immediate enforcement. 

Collector William F. Baumann has 
asked the Circuit Clerk’s office to 
issue executions on the first 70 of 
these judgments. The papers were 
in the hands of execution clerks to- 
day. In the regular course of bifsi- 
ness, they will go to the Sheriff, 
and it will be the Sheriff's duty to 
send out his deputies to levy on 
property of the debtors. 

Sheriff James J. Fitzsimmons said 
today that he had consulted his 
lawyers, and had been advised that 
it was his official duty to levy on 
the property of personal tax debt- 
ors, in the same manner as with 
persons adjudged to be liable for, 
debts to private individuals. 

The total of delinquent personal 
property taxes outstanding as of 
March 1 last was $3,781,573. In the 
past, less than 4 per cent of de- 
linquent personal property taxes 
has been collected. It was held for- 
merly that only the personal prop- 
erty on which the tax was levied 
was liable for levy to collect the tax. 
City Counselor Edgar H. Wayman 
has advised the Collector that any 
property of a tax debtor is liable 
to seizure to satisfy the city’s claim.

Defense testimony in the trial of 
Mrs. Marie Porter and the Giancola 
brothers, Angelo Ralph and John 
Joseph, for the murder of her 
brother, William Kappen, ended to- 
day after Ralph testified he killed 
Kappen in the presence of Mrs. 
Porter and at her insistence. Mrs. 
Porter denied she knew anything 


of the killing or of a plot to collect 
Kappen’s insurance._ 
In stating tiat Mrs. Porter was 
at the scene when Kappen was shot 
to death in a field near Belleville 
early the mgrning of July 3, 22 
year-old Angelo Ralph repudiated 
part of a confession which he had 
made to Belleville and St. Louis 
police, and which was read to the 
jury in Circuit Judge D. H. Mudge’s 
court at Belleville yesterday. The 
confession had stated John, 20 
years old, had helped him take Kap- 
pen to the scene of the shooting in 
a rented automobile; he testified to- 
day that his companion was not 
John but Mrs. Porter. 

Made Statement Conform. 
To explain the discrepancy, 
Ralph said he originally made a 
statement to police naming Mrs. 
Porter as his companion—a state- 
ment which also was read yesterday 
—but that police later obtained an 
admission from John that he was 
present at the shooting. “They told 
me my brother had made a better 
statement than I,” he said; “so I 
made my statement conform to his.” 
It is the contention of the attor- 
ney for the Giancolas that John 
made his admission, and later a 
joint confession with Ralph, only 
because of fear and the belief he 
was aiding his brother.’ 
Ralph repeated the assertion, 
made in his confession, that Mrs. 
Porter had suggested the entire plot 
and had offered him $800 to kill her 
brother, in order that $3300 in in- 
surance payable to her and her fa- 
ther might be collected before Kap- 
pen’s fiancee was made beneficiary 
of the policies. Kappen was killed 
the morning of what was to have 
been his wedding day. 


“Get Down to Brass Tacks.” 
He said he had met the 37-year- 
old Mrs. Porter in 1935, when he 
began working in a confectionery 
she operated near his home, and 
that she began taking him out on 
drinking parties after work. She 
suggested the insurance plot after 
they had become intimate, she said, 
stating that “she needed money and 
she guessed I could use some.” 
They discussed the possibility of 
killing Kappen for some time, he 
testified, but he was hesitant un- 
til late last June, when “she told 
me her brother was planning to 
get a marriage license and I should 
get down to brass tacks.” 

Most of this discussion, he said, 
took place on rides in Mrs. Porter’s 
automobile, on which she usually 
took one of her children along “so 
it wouldn’t look so ‘bad.” For the 
trip in which Kappen was taken to 
Belleville from the flat he and his 
fiancee had furnished at 5273A 
Union boulevard, however, Ralph 
testified, Mrs. Porter provided $10 
to rent an automobile because she 
thought she would have an alibi if 
her machine were in the garage. 
After he had admitted his con- 
fession of the circumstances of the 
shooting was correct, except as it 
mentioned John as an accomplice, 
he was excused from the stand 
without recounting the details of 
the killing. Cross-examination was 
confined to a few questions de- 
signed to show again that John had 
admitted to police he was at the 
scene.

Reorganization Detailed 
at Senate Hearing on 
Rail Financing. 


NO LOSSES, SAYS 
KUHN, LOEB MAN 


Earnings Safeguarded, It 
Is Shown, by Putting All 
Voting Shares in Trust 
for Five Years.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4. — The

Kuhn, Loeb & Co., the. witness 

admitted, is interested in one of 


the two principal plans now pend- 
ing before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for reorganizing the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad. This is 
the plan of the so-called Stedman 
committee, of which the chairman 
is John W. Stedman, president of 
the Prudential Insurance Co. Its 

is to vest control in the 
senior creditors, or bond and mort- 
gage holders. 

The other plan, known as the 
debtors’ plan, was framed by Wil- 
liam Wyer, secretary-treasurer of 
the Missouri Pacific, and aims to 
recapture control on behalf of the 
Van Sweringen interests, called the 
“Alleghany crowd,” after the Alle- 
ghany Corporation, chief Van Swer- 
ingen holding trust. This company 
owns 46 per cent of the Missouri 
Pacific’s voting stock. 

Former Reorganization. 

Buttenweiser was taken through 
the history of the old Missouri Pa- 
cific Railway’s reorganization in 
1915-1917 by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. in 
order to show what happens to a 
railroad under banker control. 

It was shown that for its reor- 
ganization services the banking 
firm gained a total net compen- 
sation of $1,484,512. In additior, 
between 1921 to 1930, Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. received net commissions of 
$2,665,049 on securities purchased 
which increased the funded debt 
of the Missouri Pacific by $150,- 
564,240. Then the bank installed 
its own legal firm, Cravath & Hen- 
derson (now Cravath, de Gers- 
dorff, Swaine & Wood) as general 
counsel for the Missouri Pacific. 
For its services during the reor- 
ganization, said Buttenweiser, the 
law firm got $370,000. Moreover, 
evidence was introduced purport- 


10-year period Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
received $3,423,465 for underwriting 
new issues of Missouri Pacific se- 
curities. 

This, according to figures so far 
as placed on record this morning, 
made the profit of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., at the expense of the Missouri 
Pacific, from 1915 to 1930,. aggre- 
gate $7,573,126. 

Witness Defends Profits. 

Confronted with these statistics, 
Buttenweiser replied: “In scriptural 
phrase, the laborer is worthy of his 
hire. Kuhn, Loeb & Co.’s net profit 
from the Missouri Pacific amount- 
ed to about eight-tenths of one per 
cent on the volume of business 
transacted. Reorganization bank- 
ers have usually been underpaid, 
and not often overpaid. If our 
gains seem large, we are subject to 
immense losses.

Further’ Control by Bankers. 
Not only did the bankers control 
the railroad’s pecuniary policies, 
but also its operating personnel. It 
was shown that, even after’ the 
voting trust expired in 1922, Kahn 
retained such influence that his 
assistance was ardently and hum- 
bly sought when the Missouri Pa- 
cific was to choose a new president 
in 1923.

KIRKWOOD CITY ENGINEER 
URGES BOND ISSUE DEFEAT 


Contends Money for Sewers Should 
Be Paid Frédm Income on Water 
and Light Systeme. 

A controversy has developed be- 
tween Joseph N. Wilson, Kirkwood 
city engineer, and the city admin- 
istration over the proposed $150,000 
bond issue for completion of the 
city’s sewer system, to be voted on 
Saturday. Wilson, in an advertise- 
ment yesterday in a Kirkwood 
newspaper, advocated defeat of the 
bond issue, contending the money 
for sewers should be obtained from 
income of the city’s water and elec- 
tric light systems. 

Wilson declared the city has $75,- 
000 in surplus revenues from the 
municipally-owned water and light 
plants, collected in the last three 
years, and that in two or three 
years more would have sufficient 
surplus revenue to pay the entire 
$150,000. 

Mayor A. 8S. Kinyon, who 
pointed Wilson seven years ago, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day that the surplus revenue on 
hand was not available for use as 
advocated by Wilson, pointing out 
it was already allocated for retire- 
ment of other bond issues and for 
maintenance of the water and light 
plants. If the fund were diverted 
for the sewer system, new taxes 
would have to be levied to take the 
place of the money so diverted, he 
said. The Mayor added that the 
City Council, at its meeting  to- 
night, would take up the question 
of Wilson’s position in the matter. 

The sewer project will cost an 
estimated $467,549, including labor 
costs which would be _ defrayed 
from a W P A grant.

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FINAL ARGUMENT 
IN MRS. HAHN'S 
MURDER TRIAL 


Cincinnati Prosecutor 
Charges That She Poison- 
ed Four Men to Get 
Their Money. 


HER MAIDEN NAME 
ENTERS TESTIMONY 


State Produces Paper 
Signed ‘‘Mrs. A. Filser” 
Conferring Power of At- 
torney on Her.

CINCINNATI, Nov. 4.—State and 
defense made final arguments to- 
day in the first degree murder trial 
of Anna Marie Hahn charged with 
the murder of 78-year-old Jacob 
Wagner. 

Prosecutor Dudley M. Outcalt in 
his statement said “the evidence of 
the defendant consists merely of 
denials.” He ridiculed Mrs. Hahn's 
testimony that she forged a $1000 
check in Wagner’s name “because 
I knew he wanted me to have it.” 

The State contends Mrs. Hahn 
poisoned Wagner and three other 
men to get their money. 

Outcalt reviewed testimony con- 
cerning the deaths of Wagner, 
George Gsellman, 67-year-old ac- 
quaintance found dead in bed July 
6, and Albert J. Palmer, 72-year-old 
watchman who died March 26, and 
touched also upon the case of 
George Heis, who testified he be- 
came crippled after dining and 
drinking with the woman. 

Outcalt contended that Mrs. Hahn 
obtained $2000 from Palmer to re- 
pay Heis after the latter’s coal firm 
employer became aware of her op- 
erations. 

“She poisoned him that she might 
gain his pocketbook,” he told the 
jury. 

Tre defense rested yesterday, re- 
lying on three witnesses to save 
Mrs. Hahn from the State’s demand 
for death in the electric chair.

BRITAIN, GERMANY AND RUSSIA 
RATIFY NAVAL TREATIES 


These Make Latter Two Nations 

Subject to London Pact Limit- 
ing Size of Warships. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 4.—Great Brit- 

ain, Germany and Soviet Russia 


today formally excbanged instru- 
ments of ratification of English- 
Soviet and English-German naval 
treaties. These treaties were de- 
signed to bring Germany and Rus- 
sia within the scope of the London 
Tri-Power treaty entered into by 
Great Britain, the United States 
and France. 
Dr. Ernst Woermann, counselor 
of the German Embassy in Lon- 
don, signed for Germiany and Moi- 
seyevitch Kagan for Russia, both 
going to the Foreign Office for the 
brief ceremony. 
The treaties make Germany and 
Russia subject to the London 
treaty which provides for exchange 
of building information and limits 
the size of ships but not their 
number. There are certain far- 
Eastern exceptions for Russia. 
Russia is to be free from any 
obligations to supply information 
about naval vessels constructed or 
employed in the Far Kast. More- 
over, upon notification to Great 
Britain, Russia will be allowed to 
depart from restrictions on sizes 
of vessels in the Far East, should 
Japan’s naval construction exceed 
the treaty limitations. Japan _ re- 
fused to agree to any such limita- 
tions at the London conference or 
to sign the treaty.

NEW SCENIC ROUTE 
OPENED IN OZARKS 


Highway No. 8 Hard-Surfaced 
Between Potosi and 
Steelville. 


A smooth, dustless surface has 
been laid by the State Highway De- 
partment at a cost of about $140,000 
on Highway No. 8, between Potosi, 
Washington County, cnd Steelville, 
Crawford County, providing an at- 
tractive new route for St. Louis 
) motorists through one of the more 
picturesque sections of the Ozarks. 
Potosi is about 70 miles southwest 
of St. Louis, Steelville 36 miles west 
of Potosi. 

Gravel on No. 8 has been replaced 
by an asphaltic top of the type 
known as an armor coat, on a 
stabilized base in which gravel, clay 


and sand were mixed for a depth 
of several inches. 

The double coat of asphalt, or, in 
a few stretches, tar, was completed 
recently and shoulders along’ the 
highway are being finished by the 
contractor now. The work covered 
a distance of 32% miles, there be- 
ing a gravel gap of 3.3 miles at 
Shirley, a short distance west of 
Potosi, where the highway location 
is classified as temporary. 

For most of the distance between 
the two county seats, Potosi and 
Steelville, No. 8 runs through Clark 
National Forest. It follows a long 
valley of considerable beauty, 
traverses a number of steep hills 
and crosses the well-known Cour- 
tois and Huzzah creeks and several 
other streams. 

A dozen years ago No. 8 was a 
narrow, winding tral with the con- 
tour of a roller coaster. It had 
several hazardous fords, which later 
were replaced for a time by “hog- 
trough” bridges, consisting of plank 
wheel channels, which frightened 
timid drivers. Some of the simple 
cabins of the hill people are still to 
be found along the roadside. 

Potosi is reached from St. Louis 
by Highway Nos. 61 and 21, which 
are paved, except for five miles of 
temporary location on the latter, 
south of De Soto. The State is pre- 
paring to extend No. 21 directly to 
St. Louis by way of the old Lemay 
Ferry road and adjacent terrain. 
Steelville has a smooth-surfaced 
connection with Highway No. 66 by 
way of No. 19. 
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29 OF 242 PAROLED 
MEN CONVICTED AGAIN 


217 Under St. Louis Bureau 
Support Selves and Stay 
Out of Trouble. 


Of the 242 convicts discharged 
from the Missouri penitentiary and 
under “supervision of the St. Louis 
Police Parole Bureau during the 
year ending June 30, only 25 were 
convicted of new crimes, and of the 
remaining 217, not one had to ac- 
cept financial support from any 


public agency, it was shown in a 
report of the bureau, made public 
today. 

Thirteen of the 25 convicted 
again received workhouse sentences, 
the report said. Of the 217, all but 
15 were fully self-sustaining, either 
by full-time or part-time employ- 
ment, The 15 were supported whol- 
ly or partly by friends or relatives. 
During the year ending June 30, 
1936, eight out of 203 were support- 
ed wholly pr in part by public 
agencies. 

The report was made public 
through the United States Federa- 
tion of Justice, sponsors of the Mis- 
souri Convict Control Measure, 
which began operation in 1931 un- 
der direction of Gov. Caulfield and 
other State officials. Former Cir- 
cuit Judge Ewing Cockrell of War- 
rensburg, Mo., president of the fed- 
eration, said in a statement accom- 
panying the report that the St. 
Louis Police Parole Bureau was do- 
ing “one of the most outstanding 
pieces of work in the country in 
actual crime prevention.” 

Since the control measure took 
effect July 1, 1931, a total of 1582 
convicts have been discharged to 
St. Louis, all receiving the super- 
vision and help of the bureau, Cock- 
rell said. Without this supervision 
they would have been “turned loose 
on the city without any restraint or 
help to keep them from further 
crime,” he added. Out of 1320 men 
discharged in the five-year period 
prior to June 30, 1936, only 14, or 1 
per cent, were reported to have 
committed any crime in the year 
ending last June 30, the report said.

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W.R. HEUER, REALTY 
MAN, KILLED BY TRAIN 


Engineer Says He Fell and 
Then Apparently Drew Him- 
self Across Tracks. 


Wuiter R. Heuer, part owner of 
the Risch-Heuer Real Estate Co., 
4215 Virginia avenue, was killed by 
a southbound Missouri Pacific pas- 
senger train shortly before 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon near the Grand 
Doulevard overpass in Carondelet 
Park. 

Charles F. Underwood of De Soto, 
Mo., engineer, told police he saw 
Heuer walking along the track just 
outside the west rail about 100 feet 


in front of the train. Heuer hesi- 
tated, the engineer said, as the 
whistle was blown and brakes were 
applied, then fell across the west 
rail and apparently drew his body 
over the tracks. 

The train stopped but continued 
after Underwood and ‘the fireman, 
Robert Tosh of Poplar Bluff, Mo., 
had been notified to appear at an 
inquest tomorrow. ; 

Heuer was 48 years old and re- 
sided with- his wife, Mrs. Lillian 
Heuer, and three children at 5616 
South Kingshighway. 

Until he established the Risch- 
Heuer Co., with Robert J. Risch, 
3459A Montana street, in June, 1936, 
Heuer was vice-president of Hem- 
melmann-Spackler Real Estate Co., 
with which he had been associated 
25 years.

NLR BOPENS HEARING 
ON SHELL CU. ChARGE 


ing of 3 Men at Wood 
River Plant. 


The National Labor Relations 
Board began a hearing in the Fed- 
eral Building today on an unfair 
labor practice charge against the 
Shell Petroleum Corporation. The 
accusation grew out of the alleged 
discriminatory discharge of three 
of the oil] company’s employes in 
connection with a stay-in strike last 
May at its Wood River (Ill.) re- 
finery. 

The three men, W. P. O'Dell, F. 
C. Werner and W. C. Eades, were 
members of the executive commit- 
tee of Local No. 525A of the In- 
ternational Union of Operating En- 
gineers, one of the 14 American 
Federation of Labor affiliates rep- 
resented at the refinery. 

It is the contention of the Labor 
Board that the men were dis- 
charged solely because they repre- 
sented the union in the conduct of 
the strike and refused to abandon 
it until forced to do so by a tem- 


porary injunction, said Miss Doro- 


thes de Schweinitz, St. Louig re- 
gional director of the N L R B. 

In its answer, the firm declared 
that the three were discharged be- 
cause of their “illegal acts” in con- 
nection with the strike. Company 
lawyers declared that this was in 
| violation of an agreement between 
| the Shell company and the union 
as well as contrary to the Illinois 
criminal statutes. 

The union, however, contends 


that if there was any violation of 
an agreement, it was on the part of 
the company. Negotiations looking 
toward the renewal of a_ rather 


lose contract were under way, it 
was pointed out, when the com- 
pany posted a revised working 
schedule at the refinery. This was 
to have been one of the subjects of 
the negotiations, union leaders said. 
Delay Over Stipulation. 

The hearing was slow in getting 
under way before William P. Webb 
of Washington, the Board’s trial 
examiner, because counsel for the 
NLREB and the company were un- 
able to agree on a stipulation as to 
the interstate nature of the firm’s 
business. 

To resolve this difficulty, Alan F. 
Perl, the board’s trial attorney, 
called Antoine E. Lacomble, 12 
Hortense place, vice-president in 
charge of manufacturing opera- 
tions for the Shell corporation, as 
his first witness. 

Lacomble testified that the com- 
pany was engaged in refining crude 
oil at the Wood River plant. This is 
piped to Illinois from the Texas and 
Oklahoma oil fields. He valued the 
annual output of the refinery at 
about $30,000,000, and added that 
at least half of this went to points 
outside of Illinois. He said that the 
Wood River plant handled about 
1,000,000 to 1,500,000 barrels of crude 
oil each month, or from 40,000 to 
45,000 barrels daily. 

Flat Denial by Firm. 

The Shell corporation was repre- 
sented by three Alton lawyers, E. J. 
Verlie, K. K. Hoagland and J, F. 
Schlafly, who entered a flat denial 
of the board’s accusation, declaring 
that the firm had been bargaining 
with American Federation of Labor 
unions for the last two years. It 
even entered into an agreement, 
they said, whereby the A. F. of L. 
supplied 90 per cent of the men 
employed at the refinery on an 
hourly basis, 

Indications were that the hear- 
ing might consume about two 
weeks. Perl said it would take him 
from a week to 10 days to present 
the board’s evidence, and the com- 
pany lawyers said they did not 
know how much time would be re- 
quired for them to make their case.

Testifies He Did Not Suggest 
Wedding After Woman Suing 
Him Got Divorce. 


Testimony n the $20,000 breach 
of promise suit of Mrs. Nellie Vera 
Thurman, the product of a romance 
which sprouted when she tried to 
sell four-in-hands to a painting 
contractor who wore bow ties and 
blossomed into a complication of 
nuptial knots, was. completed to- 
day before a jury in Circuit Judge 
Peter T. Barrett’s court at Clayton. 

The wearer of bow ties and de- 
fendant was William Lowis, presi- 
dent of the Josh Lowis Painting 
Co., 9517 Lackland road, Overland, 
who contended there was no breach 
of promise since he actually did 
marry Mrs. Thurman, and further, 
that he was deceived by her since 
she did not tell him she then was 


the wife of another man. 


In a quiet voice, the short, slight, 
neatly dressed Mrs. Thurman, a. 
graying woman: of 48, told of their 
first meeting in November, 1932, at 
Lowis’ office, then at 1905 Locust 
street. 

Tells of His Benefactions. 

As she offered her wares, she re- 
called, Lowis pointed-to his bow tie 
and shook his head, but recalled 
her as she turned to go and gave 
her the price of two ties. 

“T was thin and worn,” she said, 
“and he took my hand and asked 
me all about my life. 

“Then,” she continued, “I told 
him I was married but that my 
husband was gone, I didn’t know 
where. He said he would fix up 
two baskets of food for me and 
asked me to call at his home for 
them. When I told him it wouldn’t 
be right for me to go to his house, 
he said he would bring them to my 
home, and he did. . 

“*You haven't any gloves,’ he 
went on, ‘and you must be cold in 
that coat.’ I was wearing a light 
spring coat. Later, from time to 
time, he gave me money for food 
and clothing.” 

In addition to his concern for 
her personal comfort during the en- 
suing weeks, Lowis set up her 20- 
year-old son, Marvin, in a sandwich 
stand in front of her home, then 
at 1914 Salisbury streej, and was a 
frequent caller there, Mrs. Thur- 
man told the jury. 

Discussion of Divorce for Her. 

A month following their meet- 
ing, she said, Lowis proposed mar- 
riage and took her to the office 
of Alexander Rahm, a _ lawyer, 
where the three discussed for 25 
minutes a divorce suit against her 
husband. Lowis paid the lawyer 
$28 and said he would remit $14 
more later, she related. On April 
20, 1933, she obtained a divorce 
from Frank Benjamin Thurman. 

In the meantime, however, the 


‘situation had become complicated. 


On Feb. 18, Lowis had come to her 
home at 7:30 o'clock in the morning, 
impatient at the delay in their 
plans to be married. At his sugges- 
tion, she said, she accompanied him 
to St. Charles, where they were 
married by a Justice of the Peace 
after she had followed Lowis’ ad- 
monition to/ let him “do the talk- 
ing’ when applying for a marriage 
license. 

Following the St. Charles cere- 
mony, Mrs. Thurman said, she lived 
with Lowis at 5123 Lexington ave- 
nue, but they separated about a 
month before she obtained her di- 
vorce from Thurman, later continu- 
ing their association. 

Says He Put Off Marriage. 
Two days after she obtained her 
divorce, Lowis again proposed that 
they go through a marriage cere- 
mony, she continued, but her sub- 
sequent suggestions that they do so 
were frequently met with such re- 
marks as, “Well, we'll get married 
tomorrow; I’ve got a lot of work to 
do today.” 

Tomorrow never came to the 
house on Lexington avenue and at 
length she left Lowis, she_ said, 
“when he became cold, cruel and 
indifferent.” 

On cross-examination, however, 
she declared with emphasis that she 
still loved him. 

Rahm, the lawyer, testified that 
the visit to his office when ar- 
rangements were made to obtain a 
divorce for Mrs. Thurman was in 
March, a date after the wedding 
ceremony at St. Charles. 

Lowis Denies Proposing. 

Lowis, a broad-shouldrered, gray- 
haired man in his fiftics, frequently 
exhibited indignation during his 
testimony, which included a denial 
that he had proposed marriage after 
Mrs. Thurman had obtained a di- 
vorce from Thurman and an em- 
phatic statement that he did not 
know she had a husband when he 
went through the ceremony at St. 
Charles. 

He, also, placed the date of the 
visit to the lawyer's office at a 
time following the marriage. He 
said he never had had any conver- 
sation with Marvin Thurman. 

“Before we went to St. Charles, 
she was a wonderful woman,” he 
told the jury, leaning forward. “But 
after that she changed. I wouldn't 
marry her if she was the last wom- 
an on earth,” he added, leaning 
back in his chair and fingering his 
black bow tie.

NEWS GUILD FILES 
CHARGE AGAINST A. P 


Refused to Bargain Collective- 
ly, Complaint to Labor 
Board Alleges.

NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—The Amer- 
ican Newspaper Guild announced 
today that it had filed a complaint 
with the National Labor Relations 
Board charging that the Associated 
Press had refused to bargain col- 
lectively with the Guild with rela- 
tion to Associated Press editorial 
employes in New York City.

sides, 


“The Guild representatives said 
|} repeatedly, and in writing, that my 
position was not different from 
their own, since they had no au- 
thority to conclude a contract with- 
out first securing the approval of 
the international executive board 
of the Guild. 

“In this spirit, I submitted to the 
Guild after long discussion the best 
form of contract which I felt would 
be acceptable to the board of direc- 
tors.

OAKLAND, Cal., Nov. 4.—Roland 
Flinn, 36 years old, amateur detec- 
tive, lay gravely wounded in a hos- 
pital today, faced with a Federal 
agent’s threat to imprison him with 
four men he was instrumental in 
convicting. 

Capt. Thomas B. Foster of the 
Secret Service said Flinn was shot 
yesterday by a watchman, Earl 
Howell, while holding up patrons 
of a resort.

When Martin sought to im- 
plicate Flinn in 1933, the latter re- 
plied that Martin was seeking re- 
venge. 


LINDBERGH SENDS MEMENTOS 
TO HIS ST. LOUIS BACKERS 


Silver Cigaret Boxes Commemorate 
Flight to Paris; He Plans to 
Visit Friends Here. 


St. Louisans who were the fi- 
nancial backers of Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh on his famous New 
York-to-Paris flight 10 years ago 
have each received silver cigaret 
boxes fro mhim as members of the 
anniversary. 

A letter accompanied each of the 
gifts. Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, 
president of the Board of Police 
Commissioners, said Col. Lindbergh, 
who has been residing in England 
for nearly two years, wrote that he 
intended to come to St. Louis soon 
and looked forward with pleasure 
to seeing old friends. 

The cigaret boxes, fashioned by a 
noted firm of English craftsmen, 
have engraved maps on the lid, with 
dotted lines showing the course 
taken by Col. Lindbergh in flying 
from San Diego to St. Louis, then 
to New York, and then to Paris. 
They bear the date May 21, 1937, 
the tenth anniversary of the Paris 
flight.

M. Bixby, the late Harry F. Knight, 
Harry Hall Knight, J. D. Wooster 
Lambert, E. Lansing Ray, Maj. Wil- 
liam B. Robertson, Frank H. Rob- 
ertson and the late Earl C. Thomp- 
son.

Additional Federal grants for 
further improvements 2: Lambert- 
St. Louis Municipal Airport likely 
will be made, Corrington Gill of 
Washington, Assistant Administrat- 
or of the Works Progress Adminis- 
tration, said yesterday following a 
brief inspection of the airport. 

Gill headed a party of seven 
aviation experts who spent 45 
minutes at the airport as part of 
a three-week inspection trip of 
W P A airport projects throughout 
the country. Flying in a 12-pas- 
senger army transport plane, the 
group departed at 5:20 p. m. for 
Indianapolis and will end the trip 
at Washington tomorrow. 

Asserting he could make no defi- 
nite statement on future alloca- 
tions, Gill said he was favorably 
impressed with work already done 
at the flying field and with pro- 
posals for new work, particularly 
the extension of the east-west run- 
way from 3300 to 4500 feet. W PA 
money already is being used for 
grading and construction of a cul- 
vert, but additional funds will be 
needed to complete the runway, 
which will be used in operation of 
the recently installed blind landing 
system. 

Party Met by Mayor. 

Gill’s party was met by Mayor 
Dickmann, other city officials and 
members of the Airport Commis- 
sion, ‘which held a meeting in the 
terminal building while waiting 
for the party to arrive. Gill spent 
several minutes in the _ control 
tower, then, accompanied by the 
Mayor, took a hasty motor trip 
around the field. 

The Mayor pointed out to Gill 
the improvements already com- 
pleted or under way, which were 
made possible with a total of $253,- 
415 in WPA grants, including the 
east-west runway preliminary 
work, installation of runway lights, 
landscaping and road construction. 

Explaining the briefness of his 
party’s visit, Gill smilingly said to 
reporters: “We dont’ need to in- 
vestigate much here—we know that 
you've got one of the four or five 
best airports in the country. And 
when the improvements are fin- 
ished it will be as good as the 
best.” 

Members of Party. 

Members of his party were 
Sumpter Smith, principal aeronau- 
tical engineer, WPA; A. B. Mc- 
Mullen, chfef of airport section, 
Bureau of Air Commerce; Fred L. 
Smith executive assistant to the 
president of the National Aeronau- 
tics Association; Maj. Lotha A. 
Smith, official observer for the 
War Department; Gill Robb Wil- 
son and Floyd Evans, president and 
vice-president, respectively, of the 
National Association of State Avia- 
tion Officials. 

In addition to completion of the 
east-west or No. 1 runway, the city 
also plans to seek Federal funds 
for extension of No. 6 runway, 
north-south, from 3100 to 3700 feet. 
At the Airport Commission meet- 
ing, R. M. Bristol, contact man for 
the city with the W P A organiza- 
tion, was instructed to prepare esti- 
mates of cost of completion of the 
two runways. 

A committee also was appointed 
to confer with owners of a 62-foot 
grain elevator at the end of run- 
way No. 3, with a view of planning 
its removal or reduction in height. 
Ralph W. Page, airport manager, 
in his annual report. recently, 
strongly urged removal of the 
building, which constitutes both a 
physical and mental hazard to pi- 
lots, particularly of the heavy 
transport planes which now land at 
the airport. If the city were to 
acquire the property, Federal funds 
might be made available for razing 
the building.

Point of Law.

If that position is not appealed 
from successfully, it will throw 
wide-open all the poolrooms and 
handbooks in Cook County and 
deal a terrific blow to the race- 
track patronage during each six 
months’ racing season. 

he judge declared that no line 
could be drawn between betting 
at racetracks and betting else- 
where. He refused to recognize 
memoranda of bets, descriptive 
sheets showing race conditions 
and odds, or betting registers as 
gambling paraphernalia. 

“Seventy-five per cent of the 
people of Chicago bet on horse 
races at some time or another,” 
he estimated. “The sport has 
become highly socialized. . The 
court therefore holds that betting 
on horse races is not illegal and 
that the defendants have commit- 
ted no criminal offense and are 
therefore discharged.” 

” « * 

The State will hardly take this 
sitting down. It is interested to 
the extent of 20 cents a head for 
every racetrack admission and 
anything that cuts down this rev- 
enue will be opposed by it. 

The poolroom business in Chi- 
cago is large. Literally thou- 
sands of men are employed in 
away-from-the-track racing activ- 
ities. Several times the police 
have put on the lid. At one time 
it was figured twenty thousand 
out-of-job handbook employes 
had to be placed on relief.

the old Flash from Fordham. 

Frank was talking about Mize 
and Medwick and the Cardinals 
and plans for 1938 as the team 
was journeying back to St. Louis 
after the final game of the year 
at Chicago. 

_ “Mize is one of the greatest 
natural hitters I ever saw,” Frank 
said. 

How would he define a natural 
hitter? 

“One who just goes up there 
and belts anything you throw to 
him,” Frisch barked back. “A 
man without a weakness. Sure, 
he may go into a short slump, 
but he quickly snaps out of it. 
You may fool him on a high, hard 
one or a low curve outside, but 
the next time he'll slam that 
high, hard one into the right field 
seats and whack the low curve 
into left field for a couple of 
bases. 

“T’'ve seen him against all the 
pitchers in the league and they 
haven’t found a weakness yet. 
That’s because he hasn’t any. He 
has a remarkably fine batting 
eye, tremendous power, good co- 
ordination and he’s not afraid of 
anything. Did you notice Mize 
after he was beaned in that game 
in New York? Frequently a man 
is a little timid up there at the 
plate after he’s been skulled, but 
not Mize. He quickly was bom- 
barding the fences again, after 
he returned to duty. He's a great 
team man, too. He never com- 
plains, he always wants to be in 
the game, he takes orders and 
does his best every minute. And 
you don’t have to worry about 
Mize off the field. He takes ex- 
cellent care of himself.”

And his 
keen eye helps him to gauge the 
short hops on low throws. 

“But here’s what I’m advising 
Mize to do next year; I want him 
to devote an extra hour or two

each day to fielding grounders. 
I mean all kinds of grounders— 
the simple ones straight at him 
and the hard shots that he has to 
move for. That’s the only way to 
overcome a weakness like that. 
When I broke in with the Giants 
I was a terrible fielder. But John 
McGraw thought I had something 
that might be developed and he 
didn’t quit on me, just because I 
couldn’t stop a grounder. He took 
me out every morning, before reg- 
ular practice started, and he kept 
me late, when the other players 
had been excused. He hit ground- 
ers to me until I could scarcely 
move and I don’t know how he 
stood the strain. When I'd get 
through finally and go to the 
shower room, I’d look like I had 
been pounded with a wooden mal- 
let—red spots all over my legs, 
thighs and chest, where I had 
been hit by the balls that I 
hadn’t put a glove on. But I 
gradually improved until I could 
stop one occasionally.

Mrs. James Roosevelt to Be Host- 
ess; No Royal Status for 
Duchess.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4. — The 
White House announced today that 
the Duke and Duchess of Windsor 
would have tea with President 
Roosevelt on their visit here. A 
brief notice said: 
“The Duke and Duchess of Wind- 
sor will come to tea with the Presi- 
dent Friday afternoon, Nov. 12. 
Mrs. James Roosevelt Jr., will aet 
as hostess.” _—_ 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, who 
is leaving this afternoon for a lec- 
ture tour, will be away during the 
Windsors’ visit. ‘ 
The White House announcement 
was issued a short while after it 
was disclosed the State Department 
would not accord royal status to the 
Duchess. 
In adopting this attitude, it will 
conform to the procedure of the 
British Government which has re- 
fused to confer upon the American 
wife of the abdicated English King 
a rank equa] to that he possesses 
as a member of the royal family. 
When the visitors are met on their 
arrival in New York by George T. 
Summerlin, chief of the Protocol 
Division, he is expected to address 
the Duke as “Your Royal High- 
ness,” and the Duchess as “Your 
Grace.” In introducing them to 
other persons, Summerlin’s formula 
will be “His Royal Highness, the 
Duke of Windsor, and the Duchess 
of Windsor.”

Morgenthau Statement Follows 
South American Republic’s Aban- 
donment of Coffee Subsidy.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
disclosed today Brazil has not, to 
date, purchased any of the $60,- 


000,000 worth of gold the United 
States agreed in July to sell the 
South American Republic. 
Morgenthau said he offered this 
information because of speculation 
that abandonment by Brazil yes- 
terday of its coffee subsidy plan 
might have some affect on, or rela- 
tion to, the July agreement. 
Besides providing for the sale of 
gold to Brazil.“at such times and 
in such amounts” as that Govern- 
ment may desire, the agreement al- 
so provided that the United States 
make dollar exchange available to 
Brazil for the promotion of ex- 
change equilibrium. It also prom- 
ised American assistance in the 
establishment of a Brazilian Cen- 
tral Bank. 

Morgenthau declined to comment 
o.. reported sales of gold by the 
United States stabilization fund in 
recent weeks. Discrepancies be- 
tween official figures on gold im- 
ports and the amounts added to 
the Treasury’s inactive gold fund 
have caused many observers to at- 
tribute the difference to sale of gold 
abroad.

It has a politician of 
furious energy, of tremendous vote-getting possibili- 
ties, of immense appeal to the common man, of 
brilliant accomplishments as Mayor of the country’s 
greatest city. But it also has a man who never was 
a Republican in the orthodox sense, who has been 
contemptuous of party bosses and party discipline, 
who has bolted the party when it pleased him to do 
so, and who has, in literally a thousand ways, an- 
noyed and harassed the conservative element by 
espousal of policies labeled as “Socialistic’ and as 
“Communistic.” 

Unless the nature of Republican party control un- 
dergoes radical change between now and 1940, it is 
safe to predict that the Old Guard would prefer 
another defeat—preferably by a reasonably conserva- 
tive Democrat—to victory with La Guardia. And 
this would be likely even if La Guardia should in- 
tensify his practice of the art of trimming, to which 
even so independent and forthright a man as he has 
sometimes stooped. 

Perhaps whatever comfort the New York elec- 
tion gives to the Old Guard comes from the election 
of Dewey. Dewey’s record as a prosecutor has given 
him national renown, and he is already marked as 
a possible successor to Gov. Lehman. While a 
flaming sword in his attacks upon political corrup- 
tionists and the underworld, there is nothing in 
Dewey’s record as yet compiled—he is only 35 years 
old and has had a limited career in public life— 
to arouse the misgivings of conservative Republican 
leaders. .

In any event, the New York election is sure to 
engage the political hot stove league in animated dis- 
cussion from now on.

LEGAL LOOPHOLES: THE SURPRISE WITNESS. 

The perjury charge against Mrs. Jean White, sur- 
prise witness in the Shinkle case, illustrates one of 
the many changes that should be made in Missouri’s 
criminal code. 

Under Missouri practice, the names of witnesses for 
the State in a criminal proceeding must be indorsed 
on the indictment or information. In the interval 
before the trial, the defense has the opportunity of 
looking into the witnesses’ backgrounds and reputa- 
tions. 

Of even more value to the defense in many cases 
is the right to take depositions of State witnesses 
before the trial, thus discovering the nature of their 
testimony and providing, therefore, the key to the 
defense. 

But under the same Missouri practice, the State 
may be kept in gross ignorance of the witnesses for 
the defense; it may learn of their identity only when 
they are produced on the stand at the trial; it is 
often at a complete disadvantage in dealing with or 
combating surprise testimony thus offered. 

Why should the State be compelled to divulge its 
witnesses, while the defense does not? Why should 
the defense be permitted to learn in detail the na- 
ture of the State’s testimony through the taking of 
depositions, while the State is not granted the same 
privilege? 

These discrepancies are relics of a vanished era 
in English history when punishment for minor of- 
fenses was terribly severe and when Judges were 
corrupt and tyrannical. They were safeguards against 
the conviction of innocent men. 

But conditions have now changed and the law 
should be changed to conform to them. In criminal 
prosecutions, State and defense should meet on even 
terms,

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AN UNUSUAL CARTOON. 

It is a rare tribute when a description of a car- 
toon is cabled across the ocean in press dispatches 
before the mails can carry it to the other side. This 
tribute was paid recently, both for its timeliness and 
its striking character, to the cartoon we reprint 
today on the page opposite. Its creator, David Low, 
is a brilliant British artist, born in New Zealand, 
whose products combine fine craftsmanship and bit- 
ing humor. In the present picture, he has turned 
on all the force of his savage satire to make An- 
thony Eden a futile juvenile, protesting in burlesqued 
melodramatic fashion to Mussolini, the sneering 
“heavy,” while the British Empire goes to ruin. 
Low’s cartoons often infuriate their subjects, and 
it may be that he deliberately sought to apply a spur 
to the British Foreign Secretary. However, things 
are continuing to go much as in the picture, and 
Mussolini still hasn’t got off the eloquent Eden’s toes.

I carried on while in Europe because of 

events here at home. First was the en- 
actment into law of the principle of collec- 
tive bargaining and the subsequent affirma- 
tion of that principle by the Supreme Court. 
That insured that the principle of collective 
bargaining had become a part of the su- 
preme law of the land. If we were to prac- 
tice that principle, it was obvious we should 
have to develop that which we do not have 
now, namely, a fair, just and equitable labor 
policy. 

The law now on the statute books, con- 
ceived in the spirit of political dispute, can- 
not stand. Even its friends admit it is a 
lopsided, one-sided law, which only pretends 
to sct up what constitutes bad labor practice 
on the part of one group, the employers. 
That law shall be subject either to repeal, 
and the substitution of a new law, or else 
very radical amendment. 

So I went abroad to see what I could 
learn, to guide me in my work as an ed- 
itor. First of all, my objective was to dis- 
cover just what had happened in connection 
with labor relations under dictatorial gov- 
ernment; because most of Europe is now liv- 
ing under that form of government. My trav- 
els took me first to Italy, then to Greece, 
Austria, Germany, Yugoslavia, Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia. 

In all those countries, save Czechoslo- 
vakia, there is no such thing as human lib- 
erty or freedom of the individual. Labor 
questions are settled by the dictator, and 
neither the employer nor the employe has 
anything to say about the terms, Such prog- 
ress as had been made in the past, in those 
countries, toward an adjustment of the prob- 
lem of capital and labor, had all disap- 


| WAS led into the course of study which 


American workingmen have this primary 
lesson to learn: that nowhere in the world 
have workingmen submitted their cause into 
the care of politicians where they have not 
received the worst of it, or have not been 
deprived of all their rights. The labor or- 
ganization in any nation which relies upon 
political support for the attainment of its 
objectives is defeated before it starts. 

Independent, free labor, standing on its 
own feet, fighting for its rights in a free 
country—these are the conditions under 
which progress is made toward a solution 
of the labor problem. 3 

Let us go to England. Just 11 years ago, 
England went through precisely the same 
experience that we are going through now. 
In 1926, following the political success of the 
Labor party, the labor movement in En- 
gland got out of hand, and there came a 
sharp conflict between the forces of capital 
and labor, which eventuated, in 1926, in a 
general strike. 

When labor, or any other party, in any 
country, especially a democratic country, im- 
perils the security of the entire country, 
then the class which undertakes to invoke 
that peril goes down to defeat. That is 
what happened to British labor in 1926. It 
was defeated in the general strike, just as 
the. movements for labor advancement in 
this country which have not been prepared 


for by careful organization, the inculcation 
of discipline in the ranks and the quality 
of responsibility in leadership, have failed. 


And that not because of any lack of in- : 


herent justice in labor’s cause, Every ju- 
dicial-minded observer must at once concede 
the inherent justice of the collective-bargain- 
ing principle. But along with that principle, 
on the part of both sides, must go a sense, 
first, of responsibility. There must be good 
faith both ways. A contract must be a 
contract, just as much for the man who 
heads a local labor union and signs a con- 
tract on behalf of his followers and mem- 
bers as it is required to be for the employer, 
who signs on behalf of his corporation. 

There must be that sense of responsibility 
in the leadership of both sides, and that 
sense of discipline in the ranks of labor, that 
have come to characterize British labor in 
the last 10 years. 

I talked to many employers, many heads 
of unions and the heads of the Labor party 
in England. All expressed this opinion: 
“You have got a long way to go in America. 
Your laboring people have got to learn the 
value of discipline in the ranks and re- 
sponsibility on the part of leadership. Your 
employers have got to recognize the ultimate 
justice of the collective bargaining principle 
and seek to promote it genuinely and sin- 
cerely.”

What we need immediately in this coun- 
try, and I hope the next session of Congress 
will tackle it as one of its first great prob- 
lems, is a law following the model of Great 
Britain, requiring the registration of every 
labor union in the United States. 

That does not mean:incorporation of labor 
unions; it simply means their registration as 
non-profit-earning organizations; but with 
that registration will go the requirement, if 
we follow the British model, that every dol- 
lar collected from the members shall be 
accounted for in an official Government 
audit; and that the books of each union 
will be open to the members at all times, so 
that they may know how the money has 
been expended on their behalf. 

By that one stroke, if that law is enforced, 
we will destroy these vultures who pretend 


’ to exert themselves in the name of labor, but 


who prey and feed on labor—the rack- 
eteering, so-called union men who disgrace 
the name of labor, and who foment bad 
blood between capital and labor. 

We must also follow, in my judgment, the 
wise course of Great Britain in relying al- 
most entirely upon public opinion to settle 
these questions,’ when there comes a dis- 
pute between capital and labor. They pro- 
vide, and we would do wisely if we did 
likewise, for an official court of inquiry 
when a strike of any size impends. To this 
court are appointed three impartial men, 
who go into the situation and get at all the 
facts. They give those facts to the public 
and let public opinion determine. 

Now, if we provide those two simple 
steps, leading toward a sound, safe, sane 
and just labor policy, we will do a great 
deal to avoid some of the pitfalls into which 
we otherwise may fall in our struggle for a 
solution of this very acute problem.

Up to a fortnight ago, it may 
have been doubtful whether the 
President realized the. seriousness 
of the situation. It cannot be 
doubted any more. Mr. Roosevelt 
knows what is happening. Mr. 
Roosevelt has been told by his most 
unsuspect, his most trusted advis- 
ers and collaborators, that speedy 
action is needed.

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H. M. ROBINSON DIES: 
BANKER, ECONOMIST 


Adviser to Four Presidents — 
Turned Down Cabinet 
Posts 3 Times, 


By the Associated Press, 

PASADENA, Cal., Nov. 4.—Hen- 
ry M. Robinson, 69 years old, inter- 
nationally-known economist and 
banker and an adviser to four 
Presidents, died of a heart lesion 


-here yesterday. 


Injured in a fall last July, he was 
taken to the hospital Oct. 17 and 
he lapsed into a coma late Tues- 
day. 

At the deathbed were his widow, 
Mrs. Laurabelle Arms Robinson, 
and one of two brothers, Richard 
H. M. Robinson, Tuxedo, N. Y. 

Robinson, known for his philan- 
thropies and as an educator and 
friend of labor, spent many years 
in public service without holding 
office save for emergency wartime 
and post-war commissions. Presi- 
dents Wilson, Harding, Coolidge 
and Hoover were his friends. 


Turned Down Cabinet Posts. 


Wilson offered him the secretary- 
ship of the interior and Harding 
and Hoover sought him for Secre- 
tary of the Treasury but he de- 
clined. At Wilson’s call he aided 
in establishing the wartime coun- 
cil of national defense, the war in- 
dustries board and other wartime 
institutions. He became commis- 
sioner of the shipping board. 

At the time of the armistice he 
served as a commissioner of the 
United States and member of the 
Supreme Economic Council of the 
peace conference, later the first in- 
ternational labor conference, In the 
illness of Samuel Gompers, Robin- 
son presented both the sides of 
busihess and labor to the Congress 
and won the thanks of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 

President Coolidge named him to 
the committee on the Dawes plan 
to rehabilitate Germany in 1924 and 
made him chairman of the Amer- 
ican delegation to the Geneva in- 
ternational economic conference in 
1927. He was a member of Presi- 
dent Hoover’s stabilization confer- 
ence, the National Drouth Relief 
Commission and the organization 
On unemployment relief. 


Helped Develop Steel Industry. 

Born in Ravenna, O., Sept. 12, 
1868, Robinson took part in devel- 
opment of the steel industry in 
Youngstown and later aided in mer- 
ger negotiations which preceded 
creation of the United States Steel 
Corporation. 

He moved to California in 1905 
and engaged in development of lum- 
ber, oil, hydro-electric and tele- 
phone businesses, 

After serving as chairman of the 
Bituminous Coal Commission which 
settled the 1919-20 coal strikes, he 
returned to Los Angeles banking 
interests. 


Scientific Interests. 


In later years he turned his at- 
tention to California’s Institute of 
Technology and aided in obtaining 
from the National Education Board 
of the Rockefeller Foundation $6,- 
000,000 for a 200-inch telescope now 
under construction at Mount Palo- 
mar. He was instrumental in 
bringing Dr. Albert Einstein and 
other physicists to California for 
research work. 

In 1935 he was chairman of the 
board of the Newport News Ship- 
building and Drydock Co., of the 
Security-First National Bank of 
Los Angeles, and of the Security- 
First National Co. At the same time 
he was director of the Pacific Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Co., General 
Electric Co., Union Oil Co. of Cali- 
fornia, Southern California Edison 
Co., Title Insurance and Trust Co., 
Pacific Lumber Co., Federal Re 
serve Bank of San Francisco, Los 
Angeles branch, and American 
Manufacturers and Export Associa- 
tion. 

Besides his widow and brother, 
another brother, Thomas L. Robin- 
son, Long Island, survives. 

Funeral services will be held Fri- 
day from the Pasadena Presbyteri- 
an Church, the Rev. Theodore G. 
Soares officiating. Interment will 
be in the Oak Hill Cemetery, 
Youngstown, O. 

Former President Hoover said 
at New York: 

“Henry Robinson was one of the 
most useful citizens of our coun- 
try. All his life, his business occu- 
pation was an incident to construc- 
tive public service. We can ill 
afford to lose such men.”

A directed verdict upholding the

Judge Flynn ruled that the six

McNinch Says U, S. Control of 
Electricity Will Help Market 
for Securities. 


By the Associated Press. 

WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W. Va., Nov. 4.—Frank R. McNinch, 
until recently chairman of the Fed- 
eral Power Commission, appealed 
to the investment bankers today 
to support Government regulation 
of the electric power business as 4 
strong underpinning for the mar- 
ket for utility securities. 

Addressing the convention of the 
Investment Bankers Association of 
America, McNinch recited detailed 
statistics designed to show that the 
power business has prospered 
steadily under Government regula— 
tion. 

The bankers viewed his remarks 
as made in answer the charge of 
the committee of utility execu- 
tives issued Oct. 31 that $2,600,000,- 
600 in normal utility construction 
expenditures had been deferred be- 
cause of the administration’s 
“fixed punitive policy toward the 
industry.” 

Assails Die-Hard Opposition. 

McNinch, who recently left the 
power commission to reorganize the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
' gion, said the public utility “pic- 
‘ .ture carries much that is encour- 
aging and reassuring, but I should 
be uncandid did I not also say that, 
in my judgment, a serious factor 
having injurious effects upon power 
securities is the attitude of die-hard 
opposition on the part of some 

in the industry to regula- 
tory legislation which has been en- 
. acted by Congress. 
* “T have shown you how important 
this regulation is to power securi- 
ties. I therefore, solely upon my 
own responsibility, appeal to you, 
whose advice is very often the de- 
factor in the investment 
of large sums of money by the peo- 
ple of this country, to give your 
active support to the regulatory 
legislation to which I have referred 
and its just and fair administra- 
tion.” 

McNinch, referring to fears of 
Government competition, asserted: 
“These ill-founded fears and fore- 
bodings fifid angwer in the recital 
of the factual history of a con- 
stantly rising tide of private power 
company revenue, gross and net, 
during the past few years.” 

Co-operation With S EC Urged. 

McNinch was the second Govern- 
ment spokesman to appear. before 
the convention with a plea for co- 
operation with Government regula- 
tory agencies. At the opening ses- 
sion yesterday, S E C Commissioner 
George C. Mathews urged the bank- 
érs to co-operate with the SEC in 
self-regulation and in the formula- 
tion of workable and efficient rules 
which would not impair the flow 
of capital. 

In an interview later, Mathews 
gaid the commission was preparing 
for the big job in power company 
regulation which it faces when the 
part of the public utility holding act 
requiring the unscramblihg of big 
holding companies becomes effec- 
tive Jan, 1, next, But he said the 
commission was awatting in part 
for the court test of the constitu- 
tionality of the act, andin the event 
it is upheld, the job would not be 
done so suddenly or drastically as 
to jeopardize sound investments. 

Utility Head Criticises Act. 

The investment bankers heard 
the public utility operators’ side of 
regulation controversy from Alex 
Dow, 76-year-old president of the 
Detroit Edison Co. 

Dow criticised the public utility 
holding company act as treating the 
“puilty and the guiltless” alike, and 
asserted the cost accounting set-up 
of the TVA yardstick was such as 
none of the investment bankers 
would accept as justifying an issue 
of securities. 

He listed as his No. 1 perplexity 
the demand that the electric power 
user be served as cheaply as possi- 
‘ble, while “I am required to collect 
@ tax of 3 per cent of gross bills 
from my domestic and commercial 
users and pay it to the Federal 
Government.”

Earlier" Conference Deadlocked. 

The conference recessed Oct. 27, 
in an atmosphere of mutual an- 
tagonism, after each side had sub- 
mitted its formula for “peace.” Far 
from presenting any common basis 
for negotiation, the two drafts re- 
vealed that the rival organizations 
were farther apart than when the 
original C I O unions seceded 
more than two years ago to launch 
the organization of workers in the 
mass production industries. 

The C I O delegation stole a 
march soon after the beginning of 
the conference ‘by suddenly tender- 
ing its own “peace proposal.” The 
meat of this offer was that the A. 
F. of L. recognize, and declare as 
its own policy, the principle of in- 
dustrial or vertical unionism, not 
only in such mass production in- 
dustries as automobiles, stell and 
rubber, but also in the public util- 
ity, service, marine and “basic fab- 
rication” industries. 

As an adjunct, it further pro- 
posed that the C I O be made an 
independent, autonomous depart- 
ment of the A. F. of L., with its 
own officers, constitution, and 
treasury, and complete freedom to 
continue its work of organization. 
It was apparent at a glance that 
acceptance of this offer would turn 
control of the A. F. of L. over to 
the C I O faction. If the C I O 
does not already possess a greater 
membership than its rival, it un- 
quéstionably would acquire it by 
obtaining jurisdiction over the_in- 
dustries listed in -its proposal. 

A. F. L. Demanded Surrender. 

The A. F. of I. countered with 
a flat demand for unconditional 
surrender. Calling om the C I O to 
disband immediately, it offered to 
take back the original ten seced- 
ing unions, .and to “adjust” the 
status of 23 newly organized C I O 
unions to “harmonize” existing con- 
flicts with A. F. of L. unions. The 
latter would mean the disbandment 
of the new unions in automobiles, 
steel, rubber, transport, marine and 
other industries, and the distribu- 
tion of the members among the 
numberous Federation craft un- 
ions. ; 

The C I O peremptorily rejected 
the proposal, and accused the A, F. 
of L. of asking C I O leaders to 
“desert and betray” the new un- 
ions. 

Subsequently, in an

spokesman charged that all peace 
overtures from the A. F. of L. had 
been made in bad faith, since the 
A, F. of L. had shown that it was 
determined never to accept the 
principle of industrial unionism, 
over which the original schism oc- 
curred. 

On_ the other hand, A. F. of L. 
spokesmen bitterly criticised the 
C I O delegation for making pub- 
lic the texts of its proposal and 
its rejection of the A. F. of L. pro- 
posal, declaring that such tactics 
endangered the prospects for peace.

Hitler Calls Home Three Envoys 
for Conference.

BERLIN, Nov. 4. — Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler’s attention seems to 
have turned once more to Ger- 
many’s foreign situation, and sev- 
eral factors indicate that he faces 
important developments in policy. 
He called to Berlin three of his 
Ambassadors—Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop from London, Ulrich von 
Hassel from Rome, and Count 
Johannes von Welczek from Paris 
—and conferred with all three yes- 
terday. 

Ribbentrop, who returned from 
London, is expected to leave for 
Rome without delay on an impor- 
tant mission. Although German cir- 
cles remain silent on the nature of 
the mission, it is generally thought 
he will be present at the signature 
of an anti-Communist pact which 
will bind Italy to Germany and 
Japan.

Since then 
loans have increased rapidly, being 
made on 605,950 bales through 
Tuesday of this week. 


_ Changes Suggested, 

Numerous changes have been sug- 
gested in the loan and bonus pay- 
ment terms. These include an in- 
crease in the amount of the loans; 
allowing growers to keep cotton un- 
der loan and still get the adjust- 
ment payment; some means of get- 
ting all or part of the adjustment 
payment intc growers’ hands before 
next summer. 

Wallace has opposed all of these. 
He said recently that the loans, 
plus bonus, plus regular farm bene- 
fit payments for participation in 
the Federal soil conservation pro- 
gram, would bring growers about 
14 cents a pound on the amount of 
cotton needed for this country and 
exports. 

Wallace said the reason the loan 
was fixed at the rate announced 
“was to give American cotton a 
chance to flow freely into export 
markets at the world price.”

assure them a “fair income.” 

Says Tax Would Meet Cost. 

Wallace said a revival of the 
processing tax on cotton, a feature 
of the first Federal cotton pro- 
grams, would enable cotton to “pay 
its own way” by meeting the cost 
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supplies are at a peak. 

When the AAA encouraged cot- 
ton farmers to plow up part. of 
their plantings in 1933, there were 
13,000,000 bales of cotton available 
from previous crops. Most author- 
ities agree this large carry-over 
was one of the things that sent 
cotton prices down to 5 and 6 cents 
a pound in 1931 and 1932. 

These old stocks were reduced to 
slightly over 6,000,000 bales at the 
start of the present marketing sea- 
son, Aug. 1. With the large new 
crop, the total domestic supply of 
cotton this season will be about 
24,000,000 bales. 

Use of cotton by mills in this 
country, plus exports in recent 
years, have totaled about 13,000,000 
bales annually. This indicates a 
carry-over of 10,000,000 or 11,000,000 
bales for next season. 


May Reduce 1938 Plan. 

AAA officials had set a goal of 
about 30,000,000 acres for cotton 
next year, with this to be divided 
among states, counties and growers 
who wish to share in benefit pay- 
ments. This goal was set before 
the recent official estimate of a 
1937 yield of more than 17,500,000 
bales. 

This year the yield of cotton for 
the entire belt is estimated at near- 
ly half a bale an acre, the high- 
est ever recorded. An equally good 
season next year .would produce 
about 15,000,000 bales from the con- 
templated acreage. .

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Taste Testing Is Final 


Food Quality 


Bureau of Home Economics Conducts These 
Tests to Enable Producer to Esti- 
mate Consumer Reaction. 


To most persons taste is the fi- 
nal test of food quality. Meat, 
cake, bread, jelly, potatoes—all 
food that’s eaten must undergo 
this examination. And every cook 
knows that this taste test is a crit- 


ical one where it’s performance 
that counts. 

In addition to being a good source 
of this vitamin, or that mineral, or 
being especially valuable for some 
other reason, a satisfactory food 
must have good eating quality. It 
should have a pleasing aroma and 
a desirable flavor. These charac- 
teristics can be judged only by hu- 
man beings. 

It is for this reason that a taste 
test is one part of every experi- 
ment on food quality carried out 
by the Bureau of Home Econom- 
ics. Competert judges actually 
taste the food and _ record their 
opinions concerning it on standard 
score cards. 

These judges are ordinary per- 
sons—secretaries, executives and 
laboratory workers, of the depart- 
ment, both men and women. Taste- 
testing is only a sideline to them. 
They do their regular work each 
day and are called in on occasion 
to sit in judgment on foods. But 
they are discriminating, chosen for 
their ability to show consistently 
good taste judgment. 

A good judge must have enough 
experience to recognize. different 
qualities of foods when he tastes 
them. He should have an analyt- 
ical mind so that he can translate 
his opinions into the words of the 
standardized score sheet. His taste 
standards must be high. And he 
should be able to duplicate himself 
—that is, be consistent in his 
choices from day to day. 

The personnel of a taste jury 
varies with the aim of the experi- 
ment. If the aim is to find the 
better of two methods of* making 
jelly, then judges are persons ac- 
quainted with standards of jelly 
excellence. But the aim may be 
to determine preferences of con- 
sumers for certain types of food 
where there is no recognized stand- 
ard of excellence. Then a repre- 
sentative group of consumers with 
no specialized food knowledge can 
be used. 

Technique Varies. 

The technique of preparing food 
to be taste-tested varies somewhat. 
But in all cases, the judge does not 
know the differences in the sam- 
ples. If the food is ordinarily 
served hot, or if it must be cooked 
to develop aroma and taste, the 
samples are judged while they are 
hot. And the judging takes place 
at a time when the tasters are 
neither too hungry, nor when they 
have just finished a meal. 

Typical taste-testers are the meat 
judges. For the past 11 years the 
Bureau of Home Economics has 
co-operated with Federal and state 
experiment stations to find how 
production factors affect the eat- 
ing quality of lamb, pork and beef. 
That is, they want to find how 
breed, feed, age, sex. and method 
of handling these animals affect 
the flavor, the tenderness, and the 
general palatability of their meat. 
And when they find what kinds of 
meat have the highest eating qual- 
ity they can trace backwards 
through their experimental data to 
find just how they produced the 
hog that gave the pork that the 
judges rated best. 

To determine the palatability of 
the meat is the final chapter in 
each of these experiments. A stand- 
ard cut from each animal is cooked. 
Pork loin, ham, beef rib roast, leg 
of lamb are four of the standard 
experimental cuts. These come 
from corresponding sides of each 
animal. Throughout an experiment 
these cuts are cooked to the same 
stage of doneness. The cook deter- 
mines this exactly by a thermom- 
eter placed in the meat. 

Usually meat judging takes place 
about 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 
The trained judges meet around a 
table. Ordinarily there are from 
three to five of them. In front of 
each judge is a glass of water, a 
plate, a fork and paring knife and 
a tart apple. As each slice of un- 
seasoned meat is put before him he 
taste-tests it and records his opin- 
ions on a standard score card. 
Let’s look in on. a session of the 
pork taste-testers. This time there 
are four judges assembled. In 
comes a girl with the first samples 
—-four small pieces of pork from 
the first roast. She sets a plate 
in front of each judge. The judge 
lifts the piece so that he can smell 
the aroma while the pork is hot. 
He records his opinion. And he 
judges both how strong the flavor 
is and whether or not he likes it. 
Next he notes the texture—how 
fine the grain is. Then he eats a 
bit of the fat. He tastes this for 
intensity and desirability. He does 
the same for the lean. He records 
his opinion of the tenderness of the 
meat. He notes how much juice 
taste is and how rich that juice 
tastes to him. Then he marks the 
color of the lean and of the fat. 
Carefully he looks over the score 
card and signs his name. All is 
done for one sample. The judge 
takes a sip of water and eats a 
slice of tart apple. The taste of 
the last sample is gone and he’s 
ready for sample number two. 
Meanwhile, out in the kitchen, 
the roasts are emerging from the 
oven at intervals of about 10 min- 
utes. This allows time for > sae 


Judges to taste each one and for 


carving and doing the statistical 
work that needs to be done in the 
kitchen. 

Since the opinions. of all the 
judges are recorded on standard 
score sheets it is possible to com- 
pare and correlate the results. Then 
these results may be sent back to 
the producer. Thus he finds what 
the consumer will probably like. 
Since he knows the whole history 
of the production of the animal, he 
can duplicate it for meats that 
should sell well on the market. 

Bread Flavor Tests. 

In the bread flavor tests being 
carried on now the 14 selected 
judges never have more than three 
samples to taste at once. At 1 
o'clock, several mornings a week, 
each judge gets a paper sack. In 
this sack are the three samples. 
He smells them, tastes them and 
records his preference on a score 
card. The samples are varied in 
many significant ways. One day 
the breads are mixed by three dif- 
ferent methods. The next variable 
may be the class of wheat used in 
each. Each different factor is 
judged at least twice. When the 
final results of this experiment are 
correlated they will go to bread 
producers who may profit by it. 
| The bureau has conducted a num- 
ber of other taste tests. In one 
they fried potato chips in different 
types of fat to find the ones best 
adapted for deep fat frying. In 
another they tried the different 
kinds of fats in biscuits to test the 
effect on flavor. From year to year 
tests are made of soybean varieties, 
potato varieties and of the various 
production factors that influence 
the table quality of potatoes. 

In all these cases the value of 
the taste-test lies in the fact that 
it enables the producer to estimate 
how the consumer will react to his 
product. And he can look to the 
experimental data to find how to 
meet their preferences,

On each skewer place 
two balls of each, alternating lamb 
and sausage. Place a mushroom

Season 

when turned. Brush pineapple with 
butter and broil .to a light brown. 

Serve one skewer on each slice of 

pineapple.

FRENCH FRYING NOT 
DIFFICULT 10 MASTER 


Proper Temperature Which 
May Be Ascertained by Ther- 
mometer a Great Help. 


French frying, known to some 
cooks as deep-fat frying, is not a 
difficult culinary art. There are a 
few rules to be followed if you want 
to turn out crisp golden brown frit- 
ters, potatoes or croquettes, 
Temperature plays an important 
part in proper frying and success 
depends largely on the type of food 
to be fried. Lard or shortening 
should never be allowed to get hot 
enough to smoke. Smoking indi- 
cates a breaking down of the prod- 
uct and you are apt to have a 
brown, acrid fritter or doughnut. 

Use Frying Basket. 

The kettle should not be filled 
more than two-thirds full of short- 
ening., A wire basket is best to 
use in a kettle to lift the fried foods 
in or out, but a long-handled spoon 
with slits or a skimmer will serve 
the purpose. 


the fat or shortening at one time 
and always test the temperature 
before adding a fresh batch of 
food. Be sure that all food to be 
fried, which has been washed in 
cold water, is dried thoroughly or 
it will spatter when put in the hot 
kettle. Draining fried foods on un- 
glazed paper keeps them from ab- 
sorbing too much fat. 

A thermometer which registers up 
to 400 degrees is a great conveni- 
ence, but the bread cube test is still 
a good one. Fritters, doughnuts or 
other uncooked mixtures should be 
cooked at a temperature of 370 de- 
grees for three to five minutes. A 
cube of bread should turn golden 
brown in 50 seconds at this tem- 
perature. Cooked mixtures require 
a temperature of 390 degrees. Here 
the bread cube test is 40 seconds. 
When using a thermometer to test 
the temperature hold it in the cen- 
ter of the kettle so that the mer- 
cury bulb is covered but does not 
touch bottom. 

Fried Mushrooms, 

Peel mushrooms and fry lightly 
in butter. Put together in pair, dip 
in crumbs, egg and then again in 
crumbs and fry in deep fat (300 
degrees) for one minute. Drain on 
unglazed paper and serve garnished 
with parsley or water cress, 

° Tomato Fritters. 

Two cups tomatoes. 

Six cloves. 

Four tablespoons sugar. 

Three slices onions. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Four tablespoons butter. 

One-half cup cornstarch. 

One egg, slightly beaten. 

Cook together the tomatoes, 
cloves, sugar and onion for about 
20 minutes. Melt the butter in a 
saucepan and when hot stir in the 
cornstarch and then the tomato 
gradually. Cook for two minutes 
and add the egg. Pour into a but- 
tered pan and allow to cool. Turn 
on a board, cut into squares or ob- 
longs and dip in crumbs, egg and 
crumbs again and fry in hot fat 
(390 degrees) for one minute. Drain 
on unglazed paper. 

Oyster Croquettes. 

One cup chopped cooked chicken. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One dash of cayenne. 

One teaspoon lemon fuice. 

Few drops of onion juice. 

One pint oysters. 

One-half cup thin white sauce. 

Parboil the oysters until the 
edges curl. Drain and use liquor 
in making the white sauce, com- 
pleting the necessary amount with 
milk or tream. Season the chick- 
en with salt, cayenne, lemon and 
onion juice and moisten with the 
sauce. Cover each oyster with the 
mixture, roll in crumbs and fry in 
deep fat (390 degrees) for one min- 
ute. Drain and serve on a hot plat- 
ter with lemon slices and parsley. 


FILLED COOKIES 


One cup shortening. 

Two cups sugar. 

Three eggs. 

One cup sour cream or butter- 
milk, 

One teaspoon soda. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon nutmeg. 

Four cups flour, or more, 

Cream shortening and sugar; beat 
in the eggs one at a time. Add the 
sour milk alternately with the dry 
ingredients, which have been sifted 
together. Roll dough very thin and 
cut with cookie cutter. Put a tea- 
spoon of filling on one round, wet 
the edge of the cookie and cover 
with a second round, pressing the 
edges together. Sprinkle with 
sugar. Bake in a moderate oven, 
350 degrees Fahrenheit, 10 to 15 
minutes. 

For the filling, grind raw figs, 
sweeten to taste and add enough 
water to cook. Let cool before 
filling cookies. 


SCOTCH APPLE PIE 


Four apples, 

One cup white sugar. 

One cup brown sugar. 

One cup flour. 

One stick butter. 

Cinnamon. 

Peel apples and cut, in rather 
large slices. Place in bottom of pie 
pan. Sprinkle white sugar over 
apples. Blend butter and brown 
sugar, add flour and cinnamon. 
Drop this mixture over apples and 
bake in moderate oven for 20 or 30 
minutes until apples are done. 


String Beans. 


Good quality string beans should 
be uniform in size to cook evenly, 
they are bright green, free from 
blight, and should snap easily when 
bent.

Bake in a moderate oven (350 
degrees) for half an hour and 
serve with a dash of paprika 
and a sprinkling of parsley. 


Savory Sandwiches. 
One-fourth pound dtied beef, one- 


fourth pound American cheese, to- 
mato soup, bread, butter. Put dried 
beef and cheese through a_ food 
chopper and add enough tomato 
soup to moisten. Spread between 
buttered slices of white bread. Cut 
into finger lengths and wrap in 
waxed, parchment or cellophane 
paper. This filling may be packed 
in a jar and kept in the refrigera- 
tor to use as needed.

SERVE FOREIGN FOOD

Informal Entertaining Has No 
Hard and Fast Rule but 
Food Should Be Substantial 


Entertaining on Sunday may 
mean anything from breakfast on 
through the day to the late eve- 
ning snack, but in many homes the 
Sunday night supper has become 
the favorite meal of the day be- 
cause of its delightful informality 
and ease in preparation and serv- 
ice. When it comes to. Sunday 
night suppers, there are no hard 
and fast rules except that they be 
substantial. Even though the sup- 
per follows a late dinner, it is 
necessary that it be a meal which 
makes one feel well fed. 

Since there are no definite rules 
for the Sunday night supper, you 
may want to capitalize on foreign 
favorites. If so, how about an Ital- 
jan supper, with spaghetti and 
meat balls, or spaghetti with meat 
and mushroom combination.? Meat 
balls may be prepared in the morn- 
ing and the last minute prepara- 
tions may mean only reheating 
the meat in the sauce and cooking 
the spaghetti. A crisp salad with 
olive oil dressing, served from the 
salad bowl, fruit and cheese which 
may be the milder Bel Paese or 
the nippier Gorgonzola complete 
the menu. 

Italian meat and sauces are al- 
ways highly seasoned but you may 
use your own judgment about the 
amount of oil and spices to use. 
Italian Meat Balls. 

Have one pound beef and one 
pound pork ground together. Soak 
two slices of bread in water, 
squeeze it out and add to the meat. 
Season with a small finely chopped 
or grated onion, and a wee bit of 
garlic. This latter seasoning 
should be used with extreme care. 
It is much better to have too little 
garlic than too much. Too much 
gives a displeasing flavor for 
many, while a little adds a delight- 
ful zest which nine times out of 
10 one is unable to identify. Sea- 
son the meat, also, with salt and 
pepper. Shape into balls about the 
size of a quarter. Brown these in 
hot lard, then pour over them to- 
mato puree and let cook slowly 
until the balls are done and the 
flavors blended. When ready to 
serve, reheat this and serve with 
freshly cooked spaghetti.

RESOLUTION ASSAILS 
_ VISIT WITH HITLER 


Says Duchess Never Showed 
Slightest Interest in Poor 
Before Professed Tour to 
Study Conditions. 


By the Associated Press, 
BALTIMORE, Nov. 4 — The 
Baltimore Federation of Labor 
unanimously adopted a resolution 
last night condemning the Duke of 
Windsor for coming to America 
with Charles Bedaux, “arch-enemy 
of labor,” as his guide and criticis- 


ing the Duke's association with 
Chancellor Adolph Hitler in Ger- 
many. 

The resolution told organized 
labor in Baltimore not to be “taken 
in by slumming parties professing 
to help and to study labor.” 

It was introduced over the sig- 
nature of Joseph P. McCurdy, presi- 
dent, and Frank Meeder, secretary, 
of the Federation, an American 
Federation of Labor affiliate. 

Comment on Duchess. 

Of the Duchess of Windsor, for- 
merly of Baltimore, the resolution 
said that she, while a resident here, 
“in no way showed the slightest 
concern or sympathy for the prob- 
lems of labor or of the poor and 
needy.” 

“This is very important,” Mc- 
Curdy said when he told the meet- 
ing: “This fellow who is going to 
conduct the tour of the former 
British King in this country—this 
publicity agent he has—is a no- 
torious anti-labor systematizer. 
“This man, this Charles Bedaux, 
created more harm and havoc here 
in America with his speed-up and 
stretch-out system ... than any 
other thing that has cropped out 
against the labor movement in 
many years.”. 

“Threat to Free Labor.” 


The resolution “resolved: That 
the Baltimore Federation of Labor 
warns all Baltimore trade unionists 
of the potential threat to free 
labor and to free democratic gov- 
ernment itself ... of the slumming 
parties ... professing to help and 
to study labor and of all those who 
either as emissaries of dictator- 
ships or as uninformed sentimental- 
ists supporting a stretch-out sys- 
Ek we 
The body of the resolution re- 
ferred to_the visit of the Duke and 
his wife Germany where they 
studied labor “under the personal 
direction of Dr. Robert Ley, the 
man who ordered and ruthlessly 
directed the destruction of all Ger- 
man free trade unions... .” 

William Green said today in 
Washington that action of the Bal- 
timore Federation of Labor criti- 
cising the Duke of Windsor for 
coming to the United States with 
Charles E. Bedaux fairly represent- 
ed the attitude of American labor. 
“What I mean,” Green added, “is 
that labor is opposed to the stretch- 
out, not the former King.”

Bedaux Talks to Windsor by 

Phone; Expects to Keep Job. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The 
Duke of Windsor will not change 
his designation of Charles E. Bed- 
aux as his representative on his 
American tour despite American 
Federation of Labor criticism of 
Bedaux, the latter indicated today. 

A press representative of Bedaux 
issued a statement, saying: 

“Charles Eedaux talked this 
morning on the long distance tele- 
phone with the Duke, who at the 
present time is enjoying the best of 
health and who is looking forward 
with all the enthusiasm of a young 
man to his visit to the United 
States.” 

The spokesman would not com- 
ment further, except to say the 
statement was issued because of 
the “late unpleasantness.” 

Bedaux said the criticism of him 
was based on a misunderstanding 
of the effects of his system for 
measuring human energy, which he 
said was used in more than 1000 
factories. He denied it is the so- 
called “stretch out.” 

“We are working with and for 
so many labor unions in many coun- 
tries, including this one, that I re- 
gret that the Baltimore Federation 
has not given the subject time 
enough to study it,” he said. 

“We are working with every 
union in England. In France the 
Federation of Labor has taken an 
active interest and is inducing in- 
dustry to use the Bedaux system. 
The Federation must be confusing 
it with wage incentive plans in 


which workers 
themselves.”

ET’S have real fun in the fox- 

trot. Instead of merely walking 

to music, let’s now and then 
whirl about and be gay. The an- 
swer is the pivot turn. 

Turns are made in the direction 
of the forward foot. Hence the 
front toe must always be turned out 
while the back toe is turned in. 

For proper leverage, to guide your 
partner as well as yourself through 


ithe turn, twist the body slightly 


in the direction in which you are 
turning, starting with the shoulders 
and continuing down to the feet. 
To turn foot at ankle before rotat- 
ing the shoulders would make the 
movement awkward. 


In making pivot turns, observe 
these two general principles: 


1. Pivoting feet must remain 
as closely together as possible. For 
instance, when pivoting right, the 
man’s right foot is close to. his 
partner’s right. The left feet of 
both remain free. In the same 
way, left feet are held together for 
left turn, see photograph. 

2. Since a pivot turn involves a 
transfer of weight, let weight be 
evenly divided between your two 


H | 
feet before pivoting, with knees in 
easy flexion but without appearing 
to be bent. 

To prevent a rocking movement 
of the body, let the knees give soft- 
ly with each transfer of weight. 

Since the Right Pivot is the nat- 
ural one, master it first, see 
Figure 1: 

Count 1, step forward with right 
foot, toe turned out; shoulders 
turned to right. Count 2, complete 
a half turn by swinging left foot 
around fh a semicircle—toe turned 
in—and shifting weight to left foot. 
Count 3, continue turning — shift 
weight to right foot, toe turned out, 
but do not move right foot from 
place. Count 4, complete turn by 
swinging left foot round, toe turned 
in; shift weight to left foot. 


Note that right foot acts as cen- 
ter of pivot. In Figure 1 you see 
that on count 3 right foot is in the 
same spot as on count 1, but turned 
in opposite direction. 


The Promenade Pivot, Figure 2, 
gives a combination of dance-walk 
and Right Pivot: Starting with 
left foot, take four walking steps 
forward—1, 2, 3, 4 On Count 4, 
toe out with right foot. While 
keeping feet in same relative posi- 
tion, that is, with right in front of 
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PARTNERS’ PIVOTING FEET ARE KEPT CLOSE TOGETHER. 


left, continue turn by stepping for- 
ward with left (count 5); transfer 
weight to right (count 6); step 
back with left (count 7). After 
completing turn, step forward with 
right (count 8). 

When you have learned the Right 
Pivot, the Left Pivot, Figure 3 
will be easier to master. Since part- 
ners dance a little to each other’s 
right, feet must be slightly crossed 
to keep left feet in contact when 
pivoting to the left. 

The Progressive Pivot, Figure 4, 
is a commonly used variation of 
the pivot turn. While the pivot 
turn, see Figure 2, is made in one 
spot, the Progressive Pivot includes 
a forward traveling. Practice it to 
the left, as in Figure 4, then ‘o the 
right. 

The lead for pivot turns is pri- 
marily indicated by rotating the 
shoulders steadily in the desired 
direction. Pressure from this ac- 
tion is transmitted, in turn, through 
the man’s right arm and hand. 

Once you master right and left 
pivots of the fox-trot, you have the 
basic principles of all dance turns 
made with a partner.

How Neuralgia 
Often Causes 


Aching Teeth 


Many Persons Mistakenly 
Have Them Removed, 
Doctor Asserts.

AM asked to discuss the ques- 
| tion of neuralgia of the teeth. 

This has a familiar sound, and 
nearly every patient who has neu- 
ralgia of the facial nerve sooner 
or later thinks it is due to the 
teeth. Many teeth have been sac- 
rificed for that reason. 

When a large number of teeth 
begin to ache at the same time, 
it probably is due to neuralgia of 
the fifth nerve, which is the nerve 
that supplies sensation to the struc- 
tures of the head and face. This 
so-called trigeminal neuralgia 
ticdouloureux occurs usually in 
people past middle life. In fact, it 
is really a disease of early old age. 

The nerve is called the trigemi- 
nal nerve because it has three 
branches, one of which goes above 
the eyes, one to the upper jaw, and 
one to the lower jaw. Neuralgia 
may occur in all of these branches 
or in any one separately. 

The one whick goes to the skin 
above the eyes will produce a se- 
vere headache, localized in the fore- 
head, and this is frequeritly ascribed 
to eye trouble or eye strain, al- 
though, as a matter of fact, the 
eyes have nothing to do with it any 
more than the teeth have with neu- 
ralgia of the other two branches. 
It is easy to see that a nerve 
which supplies all the teeth might 
become irritable and the neuralgia 
would be assigned to the teeth 
themselves. It is unfortunate that 
frequently a number of teeth are 
sacrificed before the real cause of 
the disturbance is found. 


To complicate that situation, it 
occasionally happens that a pa- 
tient will report that the removal 
of the teeth cured the pain for six 
months. This is simply an example 
of spontaneous remission which 
frequently occurs in the disease. 
The curious fact is that when pa- 
tients go to the doctor’s office, it 
is the same as people who go to a 
dentist’s office with aching teeth— 
as soon as they get into the office 
the pain is gone. 


At first, this neuralgia comes in 
attacks, but as time goes on, it is 
likely to become continuous and 
very severe. People who have had 
attacks must be careful not to ir- 
ritate any of the so-called trigger 
zones, the touching of which will 
incite the paroxysm. Simply touch- 
ing the upper lip or the point of 
the nose may induce an attack; 
also cleaning the teeth may do so. 

In treatment a number of rem- 
edies have been tried. Perhaps the 
most successful is the inhalation of 
a volatile preparation called 
“trichlorethylene.” This gives re- 
lief in 10 to 20 per cent of cases, 
but the relief is seldom permanent. 
There are hardly any other medi- 
cines that do any good. According 
to those who have had the most 
experience, the only real treatment 
is injection of the nerve with alco- 
hol or surgical resection of the sen- 
sory route of the nerve within the 
cranial cavity.

Down Memory Lane! (With 
Adolphe Menjou) 

ORTY-EIGHT YEARS AGO a 

wealthy brewer by the name of 

Bemus built the first fine hotel 
in Chicago—the Richelieu. He sent 
my father abroad to acquire a wine 
cellar and on his return made him 
manager of the hotel. “We'll teach 
the Middle West to appreciate good 
food,” he said. But in 1890 the 
Middle West preferred ham and 
eggs to sole delice, and beer to 
chablis, so Bemus and Menjou 
failed. 

My dad’s subsequent ventures 
proved somewhat more successful, 
for I was sent to Cornell. I wish 
I could remember the name of the 
instructor who flunked me (twice) 
in French! Guess he didn’t like me 
. « « because I spoke French better 
than he. 


But I got on well enough with 
the math instructor. I didn’t know 
then that I was learning simple 
equations at the hands of “Captain 
Flagg.” Nor did I know that years 
later I was to step into Louis Wol- 
heim’s part in “The Front Page.” 

In 1913 I arrived in New York 
from Ithaca—dead bréke. I re- 
member standing on the corner of 
Lexington avenue and Forty-first 
street, talking to a chauffeur. He 
suggested that I look up a friend 
of his, a vaudeville performer by 
the name of Ernest Carr, who had 
lost his partner. I found Carr in 
the “White Rats Club,” rehearsed 
a week with him and opened in 
New Britain. My salary was $27.50 
for the week—and it still hasn’t 
been paid. 


In the meantime, my father had 
opened a place on WNinety-first 
street and Broadway—La Maison 
Menjou—where I met Arthur Co- 
zine, an executive of the Vitagraph 
Co. When I asked Cozine for a 
job, he said, “You go to work to- 
morrow. Bring your dress suit, a 
top hat and a dress coat and re- 
port at the studio.” Well, I didn’t 
have a dress suit. But my father’s 
landlord did, so I showed up the 
next morning in full regalia. 


In 1918—the war. The Italian 
front ... the Caporetto retreat...

In 1920 back in New York I met 
Billy Sheer, who was then casting 
manager for the Equitable Pictures 
Corporation. He promised me a job 
in pictures—the studio was in 
Florida—and once again I was re- 
quired to parade in formal dress. 
This time I not only had no money, 
but no landlord from whom to bor- 
row. So I pawned a diamond ring 
my dad had given me on my twen- 
ty-first birthday and with the $65 
bought a cutaway, a full dress and 
a dinner jacket. 

The next morning I took a room 
in a boarding house across the 
street from the Astor Hotel, paid a 
week’s rent in advance and with 50 
cents in my pocket reported at the 
casting office. Well, the picture 
was called off ...I1 don’t know 
why. 


-The Equitable offices were on the 
eleventh floor and Fox Films on 
the seventh. Going down in the 
elevator, through the glass doors I 
noticed a crowd of men and women 
milling about the Fox reception 
room. They looked like picture ex- 
tras, so I stayed in the elevator 
and went right up again.

OTHER never thought of the 
Moiese as the friend and com-

LONDON, Nov. 4. 

IGHS and chuckles. Both are 
§ necessary to a well balanced 

mental life. Only a misanthrope 
sighs all the time; only .a_ fool 
chuckles constantly. Allegro and 
Penseroso—each plays his part 
within us all, as sunshine and rain 
do in the external world. So, with 
these few words: 

In English newspapers, every lit- 
tle while, you read that the Na- 
tional Trust has acquired a place 
of historic interest of a natural 
beauty. This trust, which is En- 
gland’s scheme for preserving old 
castles and manor houses and other 
relics of the past—just as our Na- 
tional Parks are set aside for the 
enjoyment of future generations— 
has a balance sheet which runs in- 
to millions of dollars and is con- 
stantly being increased by the don- 
ations of public-spirited citizens. A 
laudable, lovable scheme. 

But I cannot help sighing when 
I think that, ultimately, all the 
work of man decays. One of the 
most impressive sights in England 
is what remains of Glastonbury Ab- 
bey. Its building began well over 
1200 years ago. At its completion 
it must have been one gf the most 
wonderful edifices in the world. 
Today nothing remains of it but 
ruined walls, heaps of marble with 
amazingly beautiful carving and a 
sort of sketchy outline of its for- 
mer size and shape which con- 
veys an impressive idea cf its mag- 
nificence. 

Yet, even those walls and stones 
are crumbling. Each wind that 
blows carries away infinitesimal 
particles. There will come a time 
when nothing will remain—except- 
ing, perhaps, a sign put up by the 
local authorities: “Here Stood 
Glastonbury Abbey.” 

* * . 

HE Sphinx and the Pyramids 

are crumbling. -Even in the 

interval of twenty-five years I 
noticed the change. Go to Central 
Park in New York and gaze at 
the moth-eaten shaft of the Egypt- 
ian obelisk. It was one of three 
presented by the Egyptian Govern- 
ment to the United States, England 
and France. The other two—one 
in London and the other in Paris 
—are much fresher and clearer- 
cut—due to the climate—but, still, 
they are gradually crumbling. All 
that man creates with his hands, 
even if he works with metal or 
stone, wears away with time. Only 
the output of the mind remains. 

The Japanese-Chinese conflict is 
the source of a thousand sighs, But 
who can restrain a chuckle over 
the news of a struggle, north of 
Shanghai, where “The Bridge of 
Eternal Peace has changed hands 
for the eighth time’? What’s in 
a name? Andrew Carnegie left 
millions of dollars to establish 
peace in the world. Wouldn’t he 
have done more good by endowing 
laboratories to study flu (I’ve got 
it) or giving prizes ta school chil- 
dren who learn to speak correct 
English? (So few do.) 

The Duce and the Fuehrer meet 
in Berlin. Fanfares of trumpets, 
marching of troops, joyful cele- 
bration and each gives the other a 
medal. The Fuehrer is booked to 
visit the Duce in Rome. There will 
be fanfares of trumpets, marching 
of troops, joyful celebration and 
each will give the other a medal 
—or a photograph or a silk hand- 
kerchief. Two individuals. And 
two great nations hang eagerly 
upon their affectionate encounter.

Controversy Over Committee. 

The British delegation was un- 
derstood to favor the approach to 
Tokio through the Spaak letter as 
&@ Meang of circumventing the con- 
troversial question of drawing up 
the committee to mediate the Chi- 
hese-Japanese conflict. 

Conference circles said two possi- 
ble reasons lay behind this British 
attitude: 

First, that by spurning further 
discussion of the composition of the 
committee—on which Italy had de- 
manded a place with United States, 
Britain, Belgium and _ possibly 

ce and Russia—Italy might be 
liminated from such a body. 

Second, if the committee question 
came up next week Italy by then 
would have signed an anti-Commu- 
nism pact with Japan and Germany 
and, therefore, no longer would be 
eligible for committee membership 
in the eyes of Chifia and Russia and 
Possibly certain other Powers. 

With Italy out, Russia, too, might 
agree to relinquish any claim to 
representation on the Mediation 
Committee.
